QUEBEC  MEMBER  PREDICTS 
CIVIL  WAR  IN  PROVINCE 


Mr.  Gauthier  Says  Armed  Resistance  Will  Be  Of- 
fered to  Conscription— Threatens  to  Take  Up 
Arms  Himself— Others  Make  Speeches 
On  Either  Side  of  Question 


MR.  F.  PARDEE,  LIBERAL  WHIP 

SPEAKS  STRONGLY  IN  FAVOR 


Men  Who  Went  Voluntarily  to  Fight  for  Canada 
and  Civilization  Must  Be  Backed  by  Coun- 
try— Mr.  McCraney,  Liberal  Member 
for  Saskatoon;  in  Support 


OTTAWA.  June  21.— This  wai  an 
e\entful  day  in  Parliament.  Many 
short  and  vigorous  apeechee  were  made 
an  the  conscription  bill,  and  the  In- 
lereat  waa  keen  throughout. 

Mr.  Fred  Pardee,  chief  Liberal  whip, 
declared  emphatically  in  favor  of  the 
principle  of  conscription.  In  breaking 
with  hia  leader  on  this  Issue  he  aaid 
H  wtt  the  saoet  painful  moment  in  -tola 
political  life.  While  favoring  conscrip- 
tion, he  asserted  that  there  had  been 
lack  of  leadership  and  lethargy,  and 
that  Parliament  and  the  Oovernment 
must  atone  for  the  shortcomings,  of 
the  past.  He  caked  for  a  wider  mea- 
sure of  conscription  and  appealed  to  the 
Government  to  make  another  well  or- 
ganized effort  to  secure  the  men  re- 
quired by  voluntary  enlistment  before 
bringing'  the   bill   into   force. 

Mr.  George  McCraney,  of  Saskatoon, 
the  first  Western  Liberal,  apart  from 
Hon.  Prank  Oliver,  to  speak  in  the  de- 
bate, also  strongly  approved  of  the 
principle  of  conscription  and  disap- 
proved of  the  referendum  amendment 
moved  by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurter.  He  be- 
lieved, however,-  that  Sir  Wilfrid  was 
actuated  by  what  he  believed  to  be  the 
highest    patriotic   motives. 

Mr.  McCraney  feared,  however,  that 
it  would  be  disastrous  for  a  moribund 
Parliament  to  endeavor  to  enforce  con- 
scription in  certain  parts  of  Canada. 
Its  operation,  ho  said,  should  be  delay- 
ed until  after  a  general  election. 

Hon,  Arthur  Melghen  .believed  that 
,  the  Government  hud  adopted  the  only 
'  possible  icourse  open  to  It  in  view  of 
the  failure  of  Voluntary  enlistment.  He 
said  that  the  bill  would  promote  unity 
instead  of  disunity  and  that  It  would 
fall  less  heavily  on  Quebec  than  any 
of  the  other  Provinces. 


Mr.  L.  J.  Gauthier,  of  Ht.  Hyaulnthe, 
thought  otherwise,  end  closed  a  speech 
which  had  opened  with  bantering 
criticism  of  the  Government  with  the 
prediction  that  the  consequence  of  an 
attempt  to  enforce  conscription  In 
Quebec  would  be  serious.  His  words, 
which '  somewhat  startled  the  House, 
were: 

"This  la  the  most  solemn  moment  of 
my  life.  It  may  be  the  laat  opportun- 
ity I  may  have  to  address  the  House. 
I  pay  to  the  Government,  if  you  press 
this  measure  on  my  Province,  our 
people,  declaring  that  the  Government 
haa  no  mandate,  will  use  this  very 
bill  to  fight  It  out.  We  acknowledge 
that  In  the  fight  there  will  be  suffering 
and  there  will  be  pain.  We  may  have 
to  go  to  the  direst  consequences.  If 
you  impose  on  them  such  legislation 
they  are  willing  to  go  the  limit,  and  I 
tall  you,  Sir.  that  I  believe  they  will 
be  right,  and  I  will  do  as  they  will 
Jo." 

Mr.  McCraney,  who  spoke  after  Mr. 
Gauthier,  expressed  regret  that  a  mem- 
ber whom  he  had  always  regarded  ss 
a  moderate  man,  should  use  such 
words. 

Other  speakers  Included  Hon.  Chas. 
Murphy,  who  supported  the  referendum; 
I.  11.  Burnham.  who  favored  conscrip- 
tion of  both  man  power  and  wealth; 
J.  A.  Armstrong-,  of  North  York,  who 
use  for  conscription, '  and  J.  Oemers, 
who  was  against  it. 

Hon.   Geo.  P.   Graham   moved   the  ad- 
(ourament  of  the  debate. 
Mr.  Pardee's 


or  setae  member*  of  It.  bavins  mad*  a 
prootot  that  cenacrtptloa  would  sever 
come  Into  force,  and  harlag  today  taken 
upon  themselves  to  throw  Into  the  politi- 
cal and  national  ring  of  Canada  the 
widest  and  biggest  question  that  the  peo- 
ple or  their  representatives  have  had  to 
consider — the  Government  having  proposed 
conscription  without  any  prej>eratory  edu- 
cation to  bring-  the  people's  mind  to  a 
stale  of  calm  and  sober  judgment — the 
referendum  would  be  defeated  and  the 
door  would  be  shat  In  the  face  of  recruit- 
lag,  and  In  the  face  of  other  kinds  of  con- 
scription   which   ought    to    be    made. 

'Tor  these  reasons."  said  Mr.  Pardee, 
"I  must  vote  against  the  amendment  pro- 
posed  by  my  revered  leader." 

Proceeding  Mr.  Pardee  said  that  while 
It  was  not  a  time  for  past  recrimination. 
It  meat  be  recognised  that  mistakes  have 
been  made.  There  has  been  lack  of  re- 
cruiting leadership,  lack  of  organisation, 
blunders  In  administration,  and,  he  was 
sorry  te  say.  the.  strongest  sort  of  par. 
tlsanshlp  In  this  crisis.  There  had  been 
an  absolute  failure  to  rise  to  tbe  possibili- 
ties of   the  occasion.

.  In  opening,  Mr.  Pardee  said  that  to 
his  mind  there  was  only  one  thought 
and  that  was  for  the  national  crisis 
and  the  means  by  which  we  may  bring 
all  our  resources  to  bear  In  order  to  see 
a  successful  conclusion  of  the  war. 
"May  I  be  permitted  to  say,"  he  added, 
"that  I  am  speaking  here  today  as  a 
Canadian  to  Canadians,  and  not  as  a 
party  man  to  party  men.  This  la  not 
the  time  for  partisan  speeches,  and 
consequently  the  remarks  which  I 
shall  make  In  the  House  will  be  along 
the  Unas  I  have  indicated." 

Mr.  Pardee  said  that  prior  to  August, 
till,  no  man  In  the  House  would  have 
suggested  that  a  blow  would  be  struck 
for  the  sole  purpose  that  democracy 
should  fall  and  autocracy  in  Its  very 
worst  sense  reign  In  ite  stead.  Mr. 
Halfour  had  said  there  waa  no  greater 
danger  than  a  nation  which  believed  It- 
self to  be  superior  to  all  law.  thst 
others  had  no  right  against  It.  Ger- 
many had  sot  herself  above  law  and  or- 
der, and  by  might  had  tried  to  compel 
other  nations  to  think  and  act  accord- 
ing to  her  tenets.  "If  that  Is  a  true 
picture,"    said    Mr.    Pardee.    "I    do    not 

hlnk  I  have  overestimated  the  rase 
that  Canada  today  Is  prepared  to  say 
that  so  far  as  she  Is  able'  ahe  will 
stand  with  all  her  reseurAe  of  men 
%nd  money  between  that  German  rule 
and  the  rale  we  have  In  this  land. 


"We  stand  before  the  world  as  a 
nation  within  a  nation,  and  we  are 
laMlng  not  +er  Canada  alone,  but  with 
the  mat  »r  the  etvtltaed  nations  of  the 
world  to  preserve  peace  and  Justice. 
and  above  all.  civilisation.  it  ia  for 
that  r eases  that  I  say  Ossayda  cannot 
afford  to  aHoer  the  tenets  of  Oermny  to 
prevsll  through  any  lack  of  effort  en 
our  p«r«. 

"Do  the  people  of  Canada  realise 
just  what  this  means?    tie  the  people 

■Deo  the  fart  that  today  they  are 
among    the   gotlooe   oft     the 


world  the  greatest  freedom  of  any 
country  under  the  aun?  Da  they  realise 
that  If  Germany  conquers  that  freedom 
will  go  and  they,  will  become  bonds- 
men Instead  of  free  men?  If  they  do 
realise  that  the  fact  has  not  been  quite 
so  evident  in  my  mind, in  the  last  year, 
or  year  and  a  half,  as  It  waa  formerly. 
We  entered  the  war  with  the  greatest 
QOthualasm,  we  sent  our  men  off.  We 
throw  our  hats  In  the  air  and  we  aald 
that  we  would  stand  for  what  we 
thought  was  right.  The  war  has  gone 
on.  The  war  haa  lasted  longer  than 
most  Canadians  ever  thought  it  would. 
We  are  now  getting  on  to  the  end  of 
the  third  year,  and  does  the .  thought 
ever  strike  us  that  very  possibly  the 
Canadian  people  are  taking  the  war  as 
a  matter  of  course?  Do  we  rsot  need 
an  awakening,  men  and  women  alike? 
Heaven  knows  that  our  women  "have 
done  wonderfully,  as  have  most  of  the 
men,  but  the  fact  remains,  in  my  hum- 
ble Judgment,  that  Canada  needs  an 
awakening  to  the  stern  need  and  the 
duties  that  lie  before  us.  The  people 
of  Canada,  living  at  home  in  peace, 
comfort,  and  happiness.  If  they  desire  to 
hold  up  their  heads  among  the  na- 
tions of  the  world,  must  show  that 
they  have  the  real  Canadlanlsm  each 
to  make  the  necessary  sacrifice  to  sup- 
port the  men  who  today  are  protecting, 
the  luxury  and  the  peace  that  we  are 
living  in  with  their  lives.

Does  he' realise 
that  by  not  making  that  sacrifice  he 
become*  a  unit  in  the  force  that  is  help- 
ing Germany  along  the  very  line  thai 
phe  wants  to  go. 

"We  must  not  think  too  ;iuch  of  par- 
ty, but  we  must  remember  .  tiat,  what* 
eVer  party  is  In  power.  Canada  remains, 
and  her  problems  remain  with  ner.  The 
fate  of  party  to  my  mind  does  r.ot  mat. 
ter  as  long  as  we  do  our  part  for  the 
cauae  of  liberty  and  right  and  the 
preservation  of  our  democratic  Institu- 
tions. Then,  let  me  sum  up  what  I 
have  been  endeavoring  to  say  In  this 
way:

"These   men    have   gone;    they      went 
voluntarily,    and    they    went   as     young 
red-blooded      Canadians      should        have 
gone.     Does  anybody'    for     a     moment 
think  that  they  went  because  they  loved 
the  fight  and  all  that  It  meana?     They 
went  from  tbe  highest  motives,  and  Im- 
perial feelings;  they  went  to  uphold  all 
that  our    fathers   and   forefathers   have 
secured  and  handed  down  to  us.     In  a 
word,   does   not   the   matter  come  down 
to  this,  that  now  they  have  gone,  now 
thgt    they   are    there     dying,      bleeding, 
sacrificing  themselves  In  thia  great  war 
for    principle,    honor   and   liberty,    is    it 
not  apparent  that  the  duty  of  the  Cana- 
dian  people  and   of   this   Parliament   ia 
to  see  that  these  men  have  the  backing 
of  the  men  who  stay  at  home?     There 
are   thousands   of   young  men   scattered 
all  over  the  country  who  are  not  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  state,  and  if  they  will 
not   fight    they   are   not   fit   to   be   free, 
and  the  man  who  la  not  fit  to  be  free 
ought   to  be  made  to  tight.     A   man   1* 
entitled    to   the   protection  of   the  state 
and,  so  long  i«  the  state  Is  In  a  period 
of  quiescence,    so  long  does   that   man 
receive  Ita  protection.     But  my  firm  be- 
lief is  that  when  the  atate  1s  at     war 
that  man  has  a   right  to  rsturn  a  quid 
pro  quo  for  the  protection   that  he   has 
received  during  the  time  of  peace.'* 
Many  k*  o»t new 
Mr.    Pardee   added,    that   te   his   persons! 
knowledge    there    were    thousands    of   young 
men    In    his    own    Province      whose      places 
should    be    st    the    front.      Coming    to    the 
question    of    the   amendment    moved    by    Sir 
Wilfrid    Laurter    calling    for    a    referendum. 
he   said:    "I   find    myself   politically   tn   the 
meet  painful  position  of  my  life."    He  ssld 
he   had   been  a  follower   of     sir     Wilfrid's 
since  he  knew   enough  to  be  a   Liberal. 

Re  recognised  him  today  as  among  tbe 
prominent  statesmen  of  Ores-  Britain.  Re 
recognised  that  be  hsd  guided  the  des- 
ttnlee  of  Csaada  for  many  years,  and  that 
no  man  could  possibly  here  better  tilled 
that  high  office.

AMSTERDAM,  June  Jl.— Count  Clam- 
Martlnlc,  the  Austro-Hungarian  Pre-

Interest  centres  mainly  In  confer- 
ences of  Polish  leaders,  who  demand 
that  no  member  of  the  ministry  of  the 
late  Premier,  Count  Karl  Stuergk,  be- 
long to  the  new  Cabinet.  This  the 
Premier  Is  said  to  have  accepted. 

The  Poles  further  insisted  that 
Polish  membership  In  the  Cabinet  con- 
tinue. An  unusual  feature  of  the  day 
waa  a  Joint  meeting  of  South  Slavs 
and  Czechs  with  representatives  of  4he 
Latin  races  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
mon action.

BATHE  HMD 


Advance  in  Messines  District 
Gives  Them  Commanding 
Position  on,  All  Front  — 
Casualties  Decrease 


LONDON.  June  21.— With  the  recap- 
ture of  the  Messines  region,  the  British 
now  hold  all  the  vantage  points  Along 
their  line  on  the  Franco-  Belgian  front, 
aa  the  result  of  which  there  has  been 
an  enormous  decrease  In  the  number 
of  British  casualties,  said  MaJ.-Gen.  F. 
B.  Maurice,  Chief  Director  of  Military 
operations  at  the  War  Office,  in  his 
weekly  talk  with  the  Associated  Press 
today. 

Gen.  Maurice  pointed  out  that  when 
the  Germans  were  stopped  In  their  drive 
on  Calais  early  In  the  war.  they  de- 
cided on  defensive  warfare  tn  the  West, 
and  established  themselves  on  such 
dominating  heights  as  those  of  the 
Somme    and    of    Messines.  ' 

"All  these  positions  have  now  been 
wrested  from  the  Germans,"  continued 
General  Maurice.  "Our  Western  front 
Is  approximately  13o  kilometres  long, 
and  we  are  in  the  German  trenches  for 
this  entire  length,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  sections,  which  total  about 
2S  kilometres.  Naturally  since  we  hold 
the  dominating  positions  there  is  an 
enormous   reduction    in   our   casualties." 

General  Maurice  contradicted  reports 
thst  have  been  circulated  that  the  Ger- 
mans have  been  drawing  large  forces 
from  the  Rastern  front  to  take  part  In 
the   fighting   In   France. 

"The  fact  Is,"  added  the  General, 
"that  there  has  been  no  considerable 
movement  of  German  troops  from  the 
East  to  the  West.  The  Germans  have 
sent  fresh  units  to  the  Western  front, 
but  these  were  made  up  largely  of  men 
called  to  the  colors  recently.  The  Ger- 
mans have  been  using  the  people  In  the 
occupied  territories  to  replace  laborers 
at  home  who  are  thus  released  for  the 
army."

VIENNA.  June  21.— The  official  state- 
ment  from    headquarters   reads: 

"After  twenty-four  hours'  artillery 
preparation  an  Italian  attack  on  Sette 
Cotnmuni  Plateau  began  early  yesterday 
morning  and  wss  carried  on  with  the 
greatest  display  of  effort,  especially  on 
the  northern  wing.  In  the  region  of 
Monte  Ferno  and  the  frontier  ridge. 

"All  the  enemy  assaults  failed  by 
reason  of  the  victorious  defense  of  our 
troops.  A  local  success  which  gave  the 
Italians  a  gain  of  about  One  hundred 
yards  was  nullified  by  a  counter-attack. 

"Nothing  of  importance  has  occurred 
on   the  Isonzo  front."

MONTREAL,  June  11. — The  Montreal 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  tonight 
adopted,  after  a  long  discussion,  by  a 
vote  of  44  to  13,  a  resolution  calling 
upon  the  Mayor  and  "the  other  civic 
representatives'.'  to  take  steps  for  the 
holding  of  a  demonstration  of  cltlsens 
la  order  te  protest  against  the  military 
conscription  bill  and  demand  Its  imme- 
diate   withdrawal."

DUBLIN,  June  SI. — A  crowd  of  mv 
oral  thousand  persons  enthusiastically 
welcomed  Countees  Oeorglna  Markle- 
wlca.  one  of  the  leaders  In  tbe  Sinn  Fein 
uprising,  on  her  arrival  In  Dublin  this 
evening  from  prison,  where  she  hsd 
been  under  a  sentence  of  penal  servi- 
tude for  life  The  police  did  not  In- 
terfere with  the  demonstration.  There 
was  no  disorder. 

The  Sinn  Felners  who  have  held  sev- 
eral demonstrations  since  the  release  of 
the  persons  arrested  at  the  time  of  tbe 
uprising  lest  year,  brought  about  fur- 
ther disorders  today.

Eight  men  and  ftve 
were  arrested. 


BASH  OP  AMERICAN  FLOTILLA  IN

3t.— tBy  Associated  Press.  I — "We  ewe  sur 
eseane  from  a  watery  grave  to  the 
bravery  of  your'  mem*  were  the  parting 
words  ef  the  second  officer  ef  s  reneges 
British  merchant  crew  te  the  commanding 
officer  .of  an  Amsrlcan  destroyer  which 
arrived  here  this  morning  with  the  sur- 
vivors. The  destroyer  was  able  to  land 
on*  boatload  of  nineteen  men.  A  second 
boat  containing;  eighteen  men  Is  missing, 
and  It  Is  feared  hss  been  lost,  six  mem- 
bers of  the  englneroora  crew  were  killed 
when  a  torpedo  struck  the  ship  without 
warning,  ssversl  hundred  miles  froni  the 
nearest   lend. 

"We  were  torpedoed  at  *  o'clock  Mon- 
day morning,"  the  second  officer  told  the 
correspondent,  "the  explosion  tearing  a 
hole  through  the  ship  and  csuslng  her 
to  sink  In  fifteen  minutes.  Two  boots  got 
away,  but  soon  became  aeparsted,  and  we 
fsar   one   hsa   gone   down. 

"After  we  were  out  nearly  twenty  hours 
and  were  enduring  awful  hardships,  we 
were  hailed  by  an  American  destroyer.  I 
tell  you  Old  Qlory  never  looked  so  good 
.to  me  before.  We  were  treated  with  the 
Utmost  kindness  by  the  American  tars,  snd 
were  their  guests  the  whole  day  before 
they  brought  us  In.  We  feel  thst  wo  owe 
our  Uves  to  the  brsvery  of  these  boys  from 
the  States,  who  are  dally  proving  their 
reputations  as  sailors  and  good  sportsmen." 

The  survivors  were  sent  to  a  sallora* 
hems  here,  while  the  captain  made  a  re- 
port to  Vice-Admiral  Rims,  as  acting  com- 
mander   of    British    forces    In    these    waters. 

Jsmes  F.  Powers,  of  Nsugatuck,  Conn., 
the  only  American  among  a  crew  of  fifty- 
four  rescued  by  an  American  destroyer 
Sfter  thirty  hours  sfloat,  told  the  corre- 
spondent that  the  Germans  leered  at  their 
victims. 

All  those  alive  after  the  explosion  got 
away  In  four  boots.  All  this  time  we  saw 
no  submarine,  but  whan  forty  yards  from 
the  sinking  ship  a  submarine  appeared 
alongside  us.  Her  crew  crawling  out  of 
the  conning  tower  snd  laughing  at  ovr 
predicament. 

"The  commander  asked  our  captsln  the 
nemo  of  the  ship,  which  was  British,  and 
her  destination.  When  this  was  given  the 
submarine  crew  laughed  and  jeered  sgala 
and   msde   oft. 

"The    American   crsft    csme    up   at    what 
seemed    like    express    train    speed.      All    our 
boats    were    able    to    keep    pretty    well    to- 
gether, so   that   the    task   of   getting   us  on" 
board     was    quickly    srcompllahed."

LONDON.  June  21. — Tonight's  official 
statement  reads: 

"Hostile  raiding  parties  were  re- 
pulsed by  our  tire  last  night  south  of 
the  Bapuume-Cambral  road,  oast  of  La- 
ventie  snd  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lorn- 
baertsyde. 

"Another  party  of  the  enemy  suc- 
ceeded In  entering  one  of  our  front  line 
positions  near  Lorn  baertsyde,  but  was 
soon  driven  off.  A  few  of  our  men  are 
missing. 

"The  enemy's  artillery  was  active 
during  today  south  and  north  of  the 
Scarpa   ltlver." 

(Lorn baertsyde  is  northeast  of  N leu- 
port,  and  very  near  the  Belgian  coast. 
The  announcement  of  these  raids  by  the 
enemy  there  indicates  that  British 
forces  have  taken  over  that  section  of 
the  line.) 

French  Betake  Ground 

PARIS,  June  21.— French  troops  this 
morning  recaptured  part  of  the  posi- 
tions gained  by  the  Germans  in  an  at- 
tack yesterday  on  the  Aisne  front,  east 
of  Vauxalllon,  the  War  Office  announced 
this  afternoon.  The  battle  was  waged 
with  extreme'  violence,  the  Germans 
employing  fresh  troops  from  the  Rus- 
sian front  •  Heavy  losses  were  suf- 
fered by  the  Germans. 

In  the  Champagne  laat  night  French 
troope  gained  ground  northeast  of  Moat 
Carnlllet. 

The  official  communication  issued  by 
the  War  Office  tonight  reads: 

"In  the  course  of  the  day  fighting  waa 
continued  to  our  advantage  east  of 
Vauxalllon. 

"A  counter-attack  by  our  troops  In  a 
trench  section  occupied  by  the  enemy 
In  the  sector  of  Moiay  farm  gave  im- 
portant results.  At  this  hour  we  have 
retaken  all  of  our  positions  with  the 
exception  of  a  salient  situated  400 
metres  northeast  of  this  farm,  where 
enemy  groups  are  still  maintaining 
themselves. 

"The  artillery  action  remains  very 
lively  In  thia  region.  Between  Hurte- 
blsc  and  Craonne  our  first  lines  were 
quite   violently   bombarded. 

Brilliant  Advance  la  Champagne 

"In  Champagne  the  advance  made 
this  morning  by  our  troops  northeast  of 
Mont  Carnlllet  was  accomplished  under 
particularly  brilliant  conditions.  A 
German  attack  about  three  o'clock  this 
morning  was  made  on  positions  which 
we  had  taken  from  them  on  June  18  be- 
tween Mont  Carnlllet  and  Mont  Blond, 
but  waa  repulsed  by  our  grenadiers, 
who,  taking  the  offensive  In  their  turn, 
pursued  the  enemy  detachments  Into 
their  own  trenches,  which  they  cap- 
tured. We  also  made  sn  advance  of 
200  metres  in  depth  on  sn  extent  of  400 
metres.  About  100  German  dead  re- 
mained on  the  ground." 

Belgian  communication:  "Last  night 
there  was  bomb  fighting  near  the  Perry- 
man's  House,  and  the  usual  artillery 
activity  during  the  day."

The  matter  was  never  even  mention- 
ed, and  the  last  thing  members  of  the 
Home  Government  would  do  Is  to  Inter- 
fere In  a  matter  which  la  entirely  one 
far  Canada  to  decide. 

Mr.  Long  further  adds  that  he  saw 
Blr  Robert  Borden  frequently  up  to  the 
Inst  day  he  was  here,  and  had  no  Idea 
when  he  left  that  he  was  going  to  pro- 
pose  the  introduction  of  conscription  on 
hit  return  to  Canada.

Former  Secretary  of  Vancouver 
Liberal  Association  Throws 
Little  Light  Upon  Occur- 
rences at  By-Election 


VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  June  tl.— Mr.  C. 
B.  Patterson,  former  secretary  of  the 
city  Liberal  Association,  occupied  the 
stand  before  the  Royal  commission  In- 
vestigating the  alleged  plugging  at  the 
Vancouver  by-election  In  February  of 
last  year  the  whole  of  today,  and  his 
examination  had  not  concluded  when  tha 
session  closed.  Witness  was  closely 
examined  by  Mr.  Armour,  ^counsel  con- 
ducting the  investigation,  but  he  an- 
swered the  great  majority  of  the  ques- 
tions by  saying  that  ha  could  not  re- 
member. Witness  said  it  was  not  from 
pressure  that  he  had  resigned  from  the 
association.  He  admitted  that  It  was 
on  Mr.  M.  A  Macdonald's  recommenda- 
tion that  Scott  had  been  appointed  aa 
his  assistant  , 

Mr.  Patterson  told  the  commission 
that  if  he  had  any  right  to  control 
Scott  he  had  not  exercised  it  Asked 
why  he  had  not  exercised  it,  Mr.  Pat- 
terson replied  it  was  because  he  was 
working  In  the  city  part  of  the  cam- 
paign. *  Most  of  the  afternoon  was  taken 
up  with  questions  regarding  the  visits 
which  Mr.  Patterson  had  taken  to  Seat- 
tle to  see  Mr.  Scott,  but  he  denied  he 
had  ever  paid  Mr.  Scott  any  money 
there,  and  added  that  he  did  not  know 
who  was  controlling  the  financial  end 
there. 

Asked  as  to  who  was  responsible  for 
the  financing  of  the  election,  Mr.  Pat- 
terson said  it  was  the  finance  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  Campbell,  Brown  and 
McArthur.  Where  the  finance  commit- 
tee got  their  funds  he  could  not  eayr 
but  he  presumed  It  was  by  subscrip- 
tions So  far  aa  he  knew  the  commit, 
teedld  not  approach  corporations.  Wit- 
ness was  not  aware  that  Scott  had  aay 
funds  at  his  own  disposal. 

Wltneee  was  then  examined  regarding 
the  famous  303  list  and  aleo  the  Instruc- 
tions of  Scott  to  Ward  II  not  to  chal- 
lenge the  R  to  W  list  of  voters,  but 
without  throwing  any  additional  light 
on  those  matters.

FRBDERICTON,  N.B.,  June  21.— The 
New  Brunswick  Legislature  last  night 
unanimously  adopted  a  resolution  In 
favor  of  negotiating  with  Nova  Bcotla 
aad  Prince  Edward  I  eland  relative  to 
the  formation  of  a  legislative  union  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces. 

The  motion  was  introduced  by  the 
Hon.  J.  B.  M.  Baxter,  Conservative,  and 
former  Attorney-General.  It  states  that 
ae  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
Western  Provinces  of  Canada  have  been 
muoh  greater  than  those  of  the  Mari- 
time Provinces  and  are  likely  to  be  still 
greater  after  the  war,  and  as  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  Atlantic  Provinces  in 
jhf  Federal  Parliament  Is  likely  to  be 
decreased,  there  should  be  unity  of  aim 
and  action  between  the  Eastern  Prov- 
4  Inces  of  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  Baxter  explained  that  the  reso- 
lution wae  Intended  only  to  authorise 
the  Government  to  inquire  Into  the 
matter  of  a  legislative  union  and  noth- 
ing further.  It  slmed  at  nothing  bind- 
ing, being  merely  to  Indicate  to  the 
people  of  the  Eastern  Provinces  that 
New  Brunswick  was  willing  to  open 
negotiations  for  a  tentative  discussion 
looking  to  union.  There  should  be  more 
conferences  between  the  three  Provinces. 
The  Provinces  were  small.  Each  had  Its 
own  administration,  Its  own  laws  snd 
Its  own  policies  and  he-thought  the  time 
had  arrived  when  the  three  Provinces 
which  had  played  so  Important  a  part  In 
the  promotion  of  the  Dominion  should 
not  be  so  locking  In  foresight  ss  not 
to  see  that  community  of  Interests  and 
action  would  result  In  a  laating  benefit 
to  each. 

By  a  non-party  vote  the  Legislature 
agreed  to  shelve,  the  woman's  suffrage 
bill  until  next  session.

OtUWft  Agency.) — Field  Marshal  Sir 
Doug-la*  Uaig's  dispatch,  covering  op- 
erations from  Not.  IS  to  the  present  of- 
fensive, affording  a  valuable  historic 
record,  elucidating  much  that  has  hith- 
erto been  obscure,  besides  revealing  the 
strategic  plans  behind  the  apparently 
Isolated  attacks  sad  raids  which  con- 
tinued throughout  the  Winter,  and 
showing  all  aa  fitting  into  a  comprehen- 
sive and  systematic  scheme  In  order  to 
prepare  a  favorable  situation  for  the 
Spring  advance,   Is   In   part   as   follows: 

■'Owing  to  the  Homme  battle,  the  en- 
emy in  the  region  of  the  Ancre  valley 
bad  been  forced  into  a  pronounced  sal- 
tent  between  the  Ancre  and  Scarpa  val- 
leys, therefore  a  further  short  advance 
would  give  us  command  of  the  Beau- 
mont-Harriet spur.  Accordingly  an  at- 
tack was  delivered  against  the  de- 
fences overlooking  the  villages  of  Pys 
and  Orandcourt  on  November  II. 

"The  object  was  to  advance  within 
assaulting  distance  of  the  Transloy- 
Loupart  line.  Five  thousand  yards  of 
valuable  positions  were  acquired.  The 
weather  then  held  up  operations  until 
January,  when  the  whole  spur  was  cap- 
tured, and  we  advanced  a  thousand 
yards  up  the  Beaumont  valley  with  ex- 
ceedingly light  casualties,  owing  to  the 
skilful  co-operation  between  the  infant- 
ry and  artillery  and  fine  aircraft  work. 
Advantage  Gained 

"Possession  of  the  high  ground  open- 
ed up  an  extensive  artillery  field,  and 
further  successes  on  Feb.  3  and  4  gave 
ns  an  Important  section  of*  the  German 
second  line  north  of  the  Ancre,  making 
the  evacuation  of  Orandcourt  Inevit- 
able. 

"The  next  task  was  to  drive  the  en- 
emy from  the  Beaucourt  valley,  which 
was    begun   on   February    10. 

"The  capture  of  fifteen  hundred  yards 
of  trenches  lying  at  the  southern  foot 
of  Serre  Hill  made  the  village  of  Serre 
s  pronounced  enemy  salient,  and  further 
progress  in  the  Ancre  valley  would 
make  it  untenable.  Therefore,  a  larger 
operation  was  begun  with  the  view  of 
acquiring  the  northern  extremity  of 
the  Norval-Thiepval  ridge,  which  com- 
manded the  southern  approaches  to 
Pys  and  Miraumont  and  the  observation 
of  the  upper  Ancre  valley. 

"Simultaneously  a  smaller  attack  was 
designed   to   capture    Miraumont 

During  the  night  of  the  17th  Febru- 
ary the  assaults  were  delivered.  De- 
spite the  heavy  ground,  a  thlok  mist 
and  an  alert  enemy,  who  barraged,  the 
troops    assaulted    with    great   gallantry. 

"We  succeeded  completely  and  gained 
the  desired  observations,  also  command 
of  the  enemy  artillery  positions  in  the 
upper  Ancre  valley  and  the  defences  of 
Pys  and  Miraumont. 

"Our  subsequent  bombardment,  as  an- 
ticipated, forced  the  evacuation  of  Pys 
on  February  24.

On  the  other  hand,  sa  oor  troops  moved 
forward  they  left  all  prepared  defences 
farther  behind.  la  such  circumstances 
the  neceeeity   for  caution    was  ebvtoua. 

"Mean while,  despite,  the)  enormous 
difficulties  which  the  condition  of  the 
ground  and  the  ingenuity  of  the  enemy 
placed  In  our  way.  the  work  of  repair- 
ing and  constructing  bridges,  roads  and 
railways  was  carried  on  with  the  most 
commendable   rapidity." 

The  dispatch  proceeds  to  describe 
how  trie  enemy's  resistance  increased  aa 
wa  neared  the  Hlndenburg  line,  em- 
phasizing the  great  costliness  of  his 
many  counter-attacks,  particularly  in 
attempts  to  recover  Beaumetx-les-Cam- 
braL

"The  weather  favored  the  enemy's  re- 
tirement. The  thaw  broke  up  the  roads, 
the  aides  of  trenches  collapsed,  and  the 
acquired  ground  became  the  worst  quag- 
mire. Contrariwise,  the  roads  behind 
the  i  enemy  Improved  the  further  he 
withdrew,  and  a  succession  of  misty 
days  prevented  rapid  pursuit.  Conse- 
quently, It  Is  greatly  to  the  credit  of 
all  ranks  that  constant  touch  with  the 
enemy  was  maintained. 

"Continuous  and  systematic  advances 
drove  the  enemy  out  from  successive 
positions  until  the  second  of  March, 
when  we  reached  the  Le  Transloy-Lou- 
part  line  except  at  Irles,  which  formed 
a  salient.  Seven  days  were  then  de- 
voted to  improving  communications  and 
brlnsins  up  suns,  and  on  the  tenth  of 
March  Irles  was  captured. 

"Our  losses  were  less  than  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  taken,  who  numbered 
Jit. 

"The  way  was  thus  opened  for  at- 
tacking the  Le  Transloy-Loupart  line, 
which  was  shelled  eo  effectively  on  the 
11th  and  12th  of  March  that  the  enemy 
fell  back  to  parrallel  lines,  whereupon 
Orevlllers  and  Loupart  Wood  were  oc- 
cupied and  methodical  operations  were 
begun  for  attacking  the  next  line. 
To    Xtodeaamrg   Une 

"Prior  to  this  there  were  indications 
that  the  German  withdrawal  would  be 
extended.  It  had  been  ascertained  that 
he  had  been  preparing  a  new  defensive 
system  known  as  the  Hlndenburg  line, 
running  from  Arras  southeastward  to 
Queant,  then  west  of  Cambrel  towards 
St.  Quentln.  Various  switches  branch- 
ing off  from  this  Una  were  also  being 
concentrated. 

"The  enemy's  immediate  concern  ap- 
peared to  be  to  escape  from  the  salient 
between  Arras  and  Le  Transloy,  which 
became  Increasingly  difficult  to  hold.  It 
was  also  evident,  however,  that  the  en- 
emy contemplated  eventually  the  evacu- 
ation of  the  greater  salient  between 
Arras  and  the  Alsne  valley." 

The  dispatch  then  deals  In  detail  with 
the  operations  between  the  14th  and 
19th  of  April.  In  which  the  Allies  took 
possession  of  Chaulnes,  Bapaume,  Pe- 
ronne  and  numerous  villages  from  which 
the  enemy  retired. 

"On  Ote  ISth  of  April."  8lr  Douglas 
Hals  s  continues,  "the  advance  reached 
the  stage  at  which  the  increasing  diffi- 
culty of  maintaining-  communication 
compelled  slackening  the  pace  of  the 
pursuit.  South  of  Peronne  the  lack  of 
bridges,  which  the  enemy  had  destroyed, 
presented  a  formidable  obstacle,  while 
north  of  Peronne  the  wide  belt  of  de- 
vastated ground  over  which  the  Somme 
battle  had  been  fought  offered  even 
greater  difficulties  to  the  passage  of 
guns  and  transport. 


Speaking  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  Ave  months'  fighting  from  the 
ISth  of  November,  the  Field  Marshal 
nays: 

"Despite  the  unusual  severity  of  the 
weather,  the  Winter  campaign  was  con- 
ducted to  a  successful  Issue,  under  the 
most  trying  and  arduous  conditions.  The 
activity  on  our  battlefront  was  main- 
tained without  a  break  from  the  conclu- 
sion of  last  year's  offensive  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  operations. 

"The  successful  accomplishment  of 
this  part  of  our  general  plan  has  al- 
ready enabled  us  to  realise  no  Inconsid- 
erable Instalment  of  the  fruits  of  the 
Somme  battle,  and  has  gone  far  to 
open  the  road  to  their  full  achievement. 

"The  conrage  and  endurance  of  our 
troops  have  carried  them  triumphantly 
through  periods  of  particularly  trying 
fighting.  In  which  they  were  subjected 
to  the  maximum  of  personal  hardship 
and  physical  strain.  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  qualities  of  all  ranks. 

"The  ability  with  which  the  troops  in 
the  Ancre  were  handled  by  Oen.  Gough, 
and  further  south  by  Gen.  Rawllnson, 
was  In  all  respects  admirable. 

"The  retreat  to  which  the  enemy  was 
driven  by  our  continued  success  rein- 
troduced conditions  approximating  open 
fighting.  In  which  cavalry  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  perform  its  special  du- 
ties. 

"Although  deliberate,  the  enemy's 
withdrawal  enabled  him  to  choose  new 
ground  for  resistance,  and  to  employ 
every  device  to  inflict  losses.  Our  cas- 
ualties, which  were  exceedingly  moder- 
ate throughout  the  operations  in  the 
Ancre,  became  exceptionally  light  dur- 
ing  the  period   of   retreat. 

"The  prospect   of  a   more   general   re- 
sumption  of   open    fighting    can    be    re- 
garded with  great  confidence. 
Work  of 


"Wo  ware  advancing,  therefore,  over 
n  country  In  which  all  means  of  com- 
munication had  been  destroyed,  against 
aa  enemy  whose  army  was  still  Intact 
and  capable  of  launching  a  vigorous  of- 
fensive should  a   favorable  opportunity 


"Strong  detachments  of  his  Infantry 
and  cavalry  occupied  points  of  vantage 
along  the  lino  of  our  advance,  heaping 
the  enemy  Informed  of  oar  progress  and 
screen  Ins  Bis  own   movements. 

"His  guns  had  already  withdrawn  to 
previously  prepared  positions,  available 
at  any  moment  to  cover  and  support 
eeuater-etrekes.  while  the  condition  of 
the  ground  where  wo  worn  moving 
made  too  progress  of  our  artillery  slow. 

"But  the  enemy's  forces  wore  known 
to    ha    holding    a    formidable    defensive 


"The  systematic  destruction  of  roads, 
bridges  and  railways  made  unprecedent- 
ed demands  on  the  Royal  Engineers, 
who  were  already  heavily  burdened  by 
the  work  entailed  In  the  preparations 
for  the  Spring  offensive.  Our  steady 
progress  in  the  face  of  great  difficulties 
is  the  best  testimony  to  the  energy  and 
thoroughness  with  which  those  demands 
were  met. 

"The  bridging  of  the  Somme  at  Briex 
is  an  example  of  the  nature  of  ob- 
stacles which  we  encountered,  and  the 
rapidity  of  their  removal.  In  this  in- 
stance six  gaps  had  to  be  bridged 
across  the  river  where  It  is  of  con- 
siderable width  and  where  the  current 
flows  swiftly.   . 

"The  work  was  commenced  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th  of  March.  By 
ten  o'clock  the  same  night  the  Infantry 
bridges  were  completed;  by  five  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  20th  a  medium 
type  bridge  for  horse  transport  and 
cavalry  was  completed,  and  by  two  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  28th  heavy  bridges 
capable  of  taking  all  forms  of  traffic 
had  replaced   the  lighter  type. 

"Throughout  the  Winter  the  trans- 
port problems  were  most  serious,  both 
in  the  battle  area  and  behind  the  lines, 
and  on  the  rapid  solution  of  these  'suc- 
cess or  failure  necessarily  largely  de- 
pended. 

Transport  Troubles 
"At  the  close  of  last  year's  campaign 
the  steady  growth  of  our  armies  and 
the  expansion  of  our  material  resources 
had  already  taxed  the  roads  and  rail- 
ways to  the  utmost.  The  existing 
broad  and  narrow  gauge  railways  were 
insufficient  to  deal  with  the  Increasing 
traffic,  an  undue  proportion  of  which 
was  thrown  on  the  roads.  I* 

"With  Winter  conditions  deteriorating 
them,  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  them 
became  overwhelming.  An  Increase  of 
railway  facilities  of  every  type  and  on 
a  large  scale  therefore  became  impera- 
tively  and   urgently   necessary. 

"Great  quantities  of  material  and 
rolling  stock  were  required  Immedately, 
while  subsequently  our  wants  In  that 
regard  were  considerably  augmented  by 
a  large  programme  of  new  construction 
in  the  area  of  the  enemy's  withdrawal. 
The  task  of  obtaining  the  amount  of 
railway  material  required  and  the  car- 
rying out  of  the  work  of  construction 
at  the  rate  which  our  plans  rendered 
necessary,  besides  providing  labor  and 
material  for  the  repair  of  roads,  was 
one  of  the  very  greatest  difficulties.  Its 
successful  accomplishment  reflects  the 
highest  credit  on  the  transportation  ser- 
vice, of  whose  efficiency  and  energy  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly. 

"I  desire  to  acknowledge  In  the  full- 
est manner  the  debt  which  the  country 
owes  to  all  who  assisted  In  meeting  this 
most  difficult  situation,  especially  to  Sir 
Eric  Oeddes,  director-general  of  trans- 
portation, to  whose  great  ability,  or- 
ganising power  and  energy  the  results 
achieved  are  primarily  due. 

"I  am  also  glad  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  assistance  of  the  Chemln  de 
Fer  Mines. 

"I  also  wish  to  place  on  record  the 
fact  that  the  successful  solution  of  this 
problem  would  have  been  Impossible 
but  for  the  patriotism  of  the  railway 
companies  at  home  and  In  Canada,  who 
did  not  hesitate  to  give  up  the  rolling 
stock  snd  locomotives  required,  and 
even  to  tear  up  their  tracks  to  provide 
us    with    the   necessary   rails." 

The  dispatch  concludes:  "The  loyal 
co-operation  and  mutual  understanding 
between  our  Allies  and  ourselves 
throughout  the  Somme  battle  has  been 
continuous  and  strengthened  hy  the 
events  of  the  Winter,  and  particularly 
by  the  circumstances  attending  the  en- 
emy's withdrawal.  During  the  latter 
part  of  toe  period  under  review  a  very 
considerable  tract  of  country  has  been 
won  back  to  Franco  by  toe  combined 
efforts  of  toe  Allied  troops.  This  re- 
sult is  regarded  with  lively  satisfaction 
by  all  ranks  of  the  British  army  la 
France,

"Although  a  large  majority  of  the 
German  people  and  all  newspapers  ex- 
cept the  organs  of  the  extreme  Right 
approve  of  permitting  the  Oerman  So- 
cialist deputation  to  take  part  in  the 
Stockholm  conference,  and  even  express 
great  satisfaction  with  the  general  tone 
of  the  negotiations  as  conducted  by 
Behiedemann  and  his  confreres,  It  must 
not  he  supposed  that  the  programme  ot 
peace  without  annexation  and  compen- 
sation has  the  bulk  of  the  Oerman  peo- 
ple behind   it. 

"To  judge  from  the  Socialistic  organs 
most  widely  circulated  In  the  Oerman 
trenches,  the  field  grey  Socialists  fight- 
ing at  the  front  are  certainly  staunchly 
•opposed  to  the  Idea  that  three  years  of 
bloodshed  should  leave  everything  just 
where  It  was  before  the  war. 
Want  Some  BUward 

The  Oerman  Socialists  fighting  at 
the  Kast  front  are  dreaming  of  nice 
little  homesteads  of  their  own  In  Cour- 
ts nd  or  the  adjoining  occupied  territory, 
realising  how  easily  skilled  labor  and 
Intelligence  might  transform  these  bad- 
ly tilled  lands  into  richly  paying  gar- 
dens, groves  and  fields.  The  average 
German  fighting  on  the  western  front 
Is  just  as  loth  to  believe  that  Belgium's 
teeming  cities  and  ports  should  revert 
to  King  Albert,  or  that  the  iron  ore  and 
blsck  diamonds  of  Northern  France 
would  not  much  better  remain  In  Oer- 
man safe  keeping,  according  Immense 
possibilities  to  Oerman  Industry. 

"That  Is,  as  far  as  the  writer  ean 
judge,  the  view  of  the  average  Oerman 
laborer  who  Is  now  doing  duty  on 
either  front.  Of  course,  he  will  make 
concessions  for  the  recovery  of  the 
Oerman  colonies  and  for  frontier  correc- 
tions at  other  points,  but  neither  Vor- 
wserts  nor  Behiedemann  can  persuade 
him  that  ho  should  have  fought  for 
three  years  merely  'for  the  fun  of  it,' 
ror  are  the  middle  classes  hi  favor  of 
Schledemann's  peace  aa  proclaimed  at 
Stockholm,  although  his  statesmanlike 
attitude  and  his  keenly  analytic  ca- 
pacity have  vividly  impressed  them.

■ays  the  people  are  without  education 
oh  the  need  of  conscription  he  pays  a 
vary  poor  compliment  to  their  intelli- 
gence, j  •  v  - 

Vimy  Ridge,  with  Its  30,000  casual- 
ties, mads  conscription  a  pressing  need. 
If.  Its  lesson  has  not  been  learned  all 
the  speeches  of  all  the  politicians  in 
the-  country  will  not  affect  a  change  In 
public  opinion,  Mr.  Pardee's  sugges- 
tion that  another  chance  should  be  giv- 
en to  the  velutary  system,  under  a  propa- 
ganda carried  on  by  tha,  "right  class 
of  people.*  Is  very  vagus.  Who  are  the 
"right  class,"  and  hoar  can  they  know 
better  than  the  Prime  Minister  and  the 
commander  of  the  Canadian  army  what 
are  the  man-power  requirements? 

Recruiting  officers  throughout  the 
Dominion  are  unanimous  on  the  im- 
mediate need  of  compulsory  service.  The 
gggat  majority  of  the  newspapers  have 
been  carrying  on  the  propaganda  for  the 
last  two  months.  The  pulpit  haa  taken 
trp  the  cry.  City  councils,  boards  of 
trade,  and  many  other  public  organiza- 
tions have  passed  resolutions  pointing 
to  the  urgency  of  the  situation.  But 
most  emphatic  of  all  Is  the  call  that 
comas  In  thousands  of  letters  from  the 
men  In  the  tranche*.  The  evidence  of 
tha  need  of  conscription  is  •  writ  in 
/  flaming  characters  by  the  bloody  hand 
of  war.  It  has  been  accumulating  for 
the  past  eighteen  months.  We  venture 
to  say  that  the  appeal  from  France  has 
been  heard  In  half  a  million  Canadian 
.fiomes.  What  better  educational  policy 
could  Mr.  Pardee  desire  than  tha  word 
of  tha  men  who  know? 

One  French-Canadian  Conservative 
member  wants  the  conscription  bill 
postponed  for  six  months,  but  ho  says 
nothing  about  what  la  to  happen  to 
the  army  during  that  time.  Mr.  Par- 
dee thlnka  that  the  enforcement  at 
the  Bill  will  create  schism  and  atrlfe. 
We  disagree  with  him  entirely  on  this 
point,  because  wo  have  the  utmost  faith 
la  tha  law-abiding  propensities  of  our 
nation.  Wherever  conscription  has  been 
enforced  It  la  working  smoothly,  and  In 
Britain  its  former  bitterest  antagonists 
art  BOW  its  warmest  supporters,  simply 
1  because  they  recognise  It  embodlea  the 
true  democratic  spirit  of  service. 

Mr.  Pardee  and  others  who  are  In 
doubt  about  tha  advisability  of  en- 
forcing the  BUI  at  this  thus  are  mis- 
informed about  public  sentiment  If 
they  anticipate  trouble.  Surely,  even  If 
ho  personally  dislikes  the  plan,  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurier  will  be  patriotic  enough  to 
una  hjs  uadoubted  Influence  to  placate 
feeling  to  Quebec  whoa  conscription  be- 
ccoaoo  tha  law  of  tha  land.

The  United  States  has  entered  Into 
the  war  with  all  the  seal  and  whole- 
haartedness  which  characterises  her  as 
a  nation.  In  addition  to  the  nine  regi- 
ment* of  army  engineers  and  the  divi- 
sion of  regulars  and  marines  which  was 
ready  some  few  weeks  ago,  preparations 
are  being  made  for  the  training  of  a 
million  men  to  be  dispatched  some  time 
before  tho  end  of  the  year.  About  'twen- 
ty training  camps  for  officers  are  now 
established  in  varioua  parte  of  the 
country,  an<[  thirty-two  more  camps  pre 
in  the  course  of  •  construction,  each  One 
of  which  will  accommodate  23,900 
men.  ICnfleld  rifles  are  already  in  hand 
for  the  supply  of  these  troops,  and  all 
other  supplies  are  nearly  in  readiness. 
American  railroads  have  been  put  on  a 
war  basis.  In  charge  of  the  339,000 
miles  of.  track  owned  by  176  different 
companies  there  are  five  railroad  presi- 
dents. These  railroads  are  operated  aa 
one  vast  continental  system,  according 
to  Currant  Opinion,  and  these  Ave  presi- 
dents determine  what  commodities  shall 
be  given  preference  and  what  shall  be 
side-tracked.  Four  thousand  passenger 
locomotives  have  been  given  over  to 
the  hauling  of  freight.  Other  industrial 
forces  which  are  being  mobilised  are  the 
chemists,  metallurgists  and  mining  en- 
gineers. 

Eleven  university  laboratories  '  and 
seventeen  commercial  laboratories  with 
all  their  equipment  and  staffs  have  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Govern- 
ment. General  Goethals  Is  at  the  head 
of  a  Federal  Shipping  Board  which  has 
a  prospective  1400,000,000  behind  it. 
while  Mr.  Herbert  Hoover,  one  time  at 
the  head  of  Belgian  relief  work,  Is  look- 
ing after  an  appropriation  of  $63,000,- 
000.  Mr.  Hoover  gets  no  salary  for  hla 
work,  whloh  la  the  directing  of  the 
food  supply,  and  his  Ideas  are  worthy 
of  note.  He  thinks  certain  commodities 
should  be  handled  by  special  boards 
which  will  see  the  goods  through  from 
soil  to  consumer,  "keeping  up  an  even 
flow  of  distribution,  ateadylng  prices 
and  preventing  the  confusion  which 
breeds  speculators.  Along  with  this 
work  will  go  a  vast  activity  of  lobs-t 
co-operation,  enlisting  State  as  well  as 
foreign  Governments  and  the  housewife 
In  her  kitchen,  the  wholesaler  down- 
town and  the  grocer  on  the  corner."

Ever  since  primitive  man  caught  the 
first  hen  and  taught  it  to  advertise  by 
cackling,  instead  of  laying  eggs  secre- 
tively, there  has  been  a  demand  for  a 
super-hen,  one  that  will  lay  plenty  of 
eggs  and  yet  disappoint  nobody  when 
it  appears  in  public  in  the  role  of  fried 
chicken.  Man  long  has  wanted  a  versa- 
tile fowl  which  has  a  batting  average 
of  359  eggs  a  year,  and  is  a  good  sub- 
ject for  a  carver  when  it  cornea  to  the 
table.  The  United  States  Government 
experts  are  still  striving  to  produce  the 
all-around  hen,  which  will  make  good 
in  any  emergency. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  attain- 
ing the  super-hen  are  great.  The  large 
varieties  furnish  a  plenteous  supply  of 
meat,  but  their  idea  of  what  is  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  eggs  a  year  is  disap- 
pointing. On  the  other  hand,  breeds 
like  the  Leghorns,  while  producing 
plenty  of  eggs,  add  little  to  the  sum 
total  of  a  dinner.  Then,  too,  the  leg- 
horns have  no  liking  for  home  life  or 
for  large  families.  They  care  no  more 
for  tiny  chicks  than  they  do  for  baby 
owls.  A  Leghorn  lays  an  egg  a  day, 
sing.*  for  twelve  hours,  and  considers 
that  it  has  done  its  bit  for  the  country. 
The  larger  Aslstlc  breeds,  on  the  other 
hand,  have  an  uncontrollable  ambition 
to  lead  big  broods  of  chicks  around  the 
ranch,  and  laying  eggs  is  the  last  thing 
they  think  of. 

Statistics  show  that  the  value  pro- 
duced annually  by  the  United  States 
hen  la  greater  than  the  produce  of  all 
the  gold  and  silver  mines  of  that  coun- 
try. An  improvement  in  the  hen  neces- 
sarily means  more  food,  and  that  means 
more  wealth.  People  will  wish  the  Gov- 
ernment experts  luck  In  their  quest  for 
the  euper-hen  which  will  lay  eggs  con- 
stantly and  will  produce  plenty  of  the4 
Ingredient  of  fried  chicken. 

The  hen  Is  one  of  the  most  ancient 
of  the  friends  of  man.  Scientists  be- 
lieve that  the  hen  descended  from  the 
Jungle  fowl  of  India,  but  it  waa  known 
also  In  ancient  China  and  in  Malay  Isl- 
ands. It  Is  well  this  friend  of  man 
should  be  "called  to  the  colors,"  as  It 
were,  so  that  the  world's  food  supply 
msy  be  Increaaed. — Calgary  News-Tele- 
m.

Sir, — "Strange  things  happen  in  our 
midst."

Ths  Price  of  Goal 

Sir,— For  the  information  of  Mr.  V. 
Spencer  re  my  Interview  which  appear- 
ed in  your  issuo  of  June  6  re  price  of 
coal,  the  following  is  an  exact  copy 
of  what*  appeared: 

"I  have  had  no  intimation  of  the 
raise  in  coal  prices,"  stated  Mr.  Joshua 
Kingham,  of  J.  Kingham  eV  Co.,  yes- 
terday. "We  have  been  getting  an  ex- 
cellent supply  of  coal  and  there  seems 
to  be  no  shortage.  The  Western  Fuel 
Company,  of  Nanalrao,  where  we  get 
our  supply,  has  not  notified  us  of  any 
intended  advance." 

"The  company  raised  the  price  of 
coal  35  cents  per  ton,  last  April,  con- 
tinued Mr.  Kingham,  "but  we  did  not 
raise  our  prices.  Inside  of  46  hours 
we  can  get  n  shipment  of  400  tons  de- 
livered in  Victoria.  If  there  was  a 
shortage  It  would  take  several  weeks. 
Towage  has  gone  up  10  cents  per  ton, 
but  that  will  not  effect  the  prices." 

Mr.  Kingham  explained  that  there 
were  several  firms  In  town  that  were 
advertising  that  "  coal  was  going  up 
and  that  there  was  going  to  be  a  fuel 
shortage  this  Summer.  He  believed 
that  coal  would  not  be  any  cheaper, 
but  admitted  that  It  might  take  a  rise 
any  time  aa  the  collieries,  he  said,  only 
gave  a  few  days  notice  of  an  increase. 
He  thought  that  to  be  on  the  safe  side, 
householders  should  lay  In  a  supply  of 
coal  now. 

"I  don't  believe  In  scaring  the  pub- 
lic," said  Mr.  Kingham,  "but  when  there 
is  going  to  be  a  raise  In  the  prices 
we  shall  notify  our  customers  Immedi- 
ately." 

Mr.  Spencer  further  stated  that  the 
price  of  coal  to  me  would  not  be  raised 
until  July  1.  For  the  Information  of 
Mr.  Spencer  I  wish  to  state  that  the 
price  of  coal  was  raised  on  the  morn- 
ing of  June  16,  and  I  was  advised  by 
the  manager  of  the  company  at  Nanat- 
mo  by  letter  dated  June  15  (which  I 
did.  not  receive  until  the  16th)  that  the 
new  prices  would  be  effective  from  the 
16th.  I  further  wish  to  advise  Mr. 
Spencer  that  the  stock  of  coal  which 
I  have  on  hand  has  been  sold  at  the  old 
price   of   37.59   per  ton,   delivered.

German  Who  Took  New  West- 
minster Boy  Lost  His  Way 
and  Marched  Into  the  Can- 
adian Lines 


.  A  case  of  where  captive  becomes 
captor  is  related  In  a  letter  written 
from  Pte.  Bdmund  I.  Powys,  son  of 
Capt.  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Powys,  of  New 
Westminster.  He  went  overseas  with 
tbe  Hist  Battalion  and  later  became 
attached  to  the  machine  gun  section 
of  the  ?»th,  "Tobln's  Tigers." 
'  The  'adventure  in  which  Pte.  Powys 
participated  was  during  his  first  trip 
to  the  front  line.  "When  he  went  in 
things  were  fairly  quiet  but  as  time 
paeaed  the  Germans  Increased  their 
shelling  and  the  excitement  grew  In- 
tense.  The  battalion  was  at  last  re- 
lieved but  however  the  machine  gun 
section,  In  which  young  Powys  was. 
had  to  remain  on  duty  as  their  relief 
had  not  come  with  the  others.  It 
wasn't  long,  he  writes,  before  Frits 
came  over  In  thousands.  Powys  and 
his  comrades  used  the  machine  gun 
until  It  plugged  up  and  also  their 
rifles.  After  that  they  tried  to  get  out 
■s  qulsfcly  as  possible  but  found  them- 
selves about  half  surrounded  by  Ger- 
mans. 

Young  Powys  had  not  gone  far  before 
he  and  another  soldier  were  taken  pris- 
oners. With  their  escort  the  two  Can- 
adian lads  wandered  about  for  an  hour, 
fully  believing  that  they  were  on  their 
way  to  a  German  prison  camp.  Luckily 
their  German  guide  lost  his  way  and 
instead  of  getting  back  to  the  Hun 
line  the  party  wandered  back  to  the 
Canadian  lines.  When  Powys  and  his 
companion,  who  happened  to  be  wound- 
ed, found  where  they  ware,  they  took 
the-  German  prisoner.  He  did  not  seem 
to  mind  It,  although  greatly  surprised 
to  find  that  he  was  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  line.  Powys  then  left  his  part- 
ner, who  took  charge  of  the  German, 
while  he,  himself,  helped  an  Imperial 
soldier  who  was  hit  In  the  leg.

STRIKE  IS  SETTLED; 

ALL  CARS  RUNNING 


B.C.  Electric  Agrees  to  Arbitra- 
tion of  Vancouver  Jitney 
Problem  and  Grants  Wage 
Increases  Asked  by  Men 


How  the  employees  of  the  B.  C.  Elec- 
tric offered  their  services  without  pay 
to  Superfluities,  for  tbe  week  of  July 
2,  rather  than  that  attendance  at  the 
performances  of  "The  Caliph  ci  Bagh- 
dad" should  suffer  for  lack  of  car  ser- 
vice, sbould  the  difference  between  them 
and  the  company  remain  unsettled.  Is 
a  story  which  leaked  out  yesterday 
as  an  aftermath  of  Oie  etrlke,  now  set- 
tied. 

Several  days  ago  Mr.  Thomas  Nock, 
president  of  the  local  Street  Railway 
Men's  Association,  visited  Mr.  Henry 
Pearce  in  the  Superfluities  office  and 
offered  on  behalf  of  the  men  to  main- 
tain a  regular  car  service  during  the- 
atre hours  for  the  week  of  July  1, 
when  "The  Caliph  of  Baghdad"  will  be 
given  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Theatre, 
with  crews  from  tbe  employees,  then 
on  strike,  who,  he  said,  were  anxious 
to  give  their  services  without  pay,  in 
order  that  the  war  fund  of  the  Gon- 
salea  Chapter,  I.O.D.E..  and  the  Red 
Cross,  for  which  the  performances  are 
to  be  given,  might  not  suffer.  Mr. 
Nock  made  the  offer  conditional  on  the 
willingness  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  to 
supply  cars  and  power  and  to  allow  the 
conductors  to  take  contributions,  by 
means  of  the  regular  fare  boxes,  in 
aid   of   the   Red   Cross. 

Company    Willing 

Upon  hearing  the  offer  of  the  men, 
Mr.  Pearce  at  once  communicated  with 
Mr.  A.  T.  Howard,  local  manager  of 
the  B.  C.  Electric,  and  laid  the  proposal 
before  him.  Mr.  Goward  immediately 
agreed  to  the  plan  and  assured  Mr. 
Pearce  that  the  company's  rolling  stock

Mr.  Winslow  Is  a  graduate  of  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  Ouelph, 
Ont..  and  to  his  work  here  he  brought 
a  thorough  training  and  knowledge  of 
the  fruit  growing  Industry.

Besnlt   of   "Vancouver   Agreement 

The  settlement  of  the  strike  comes  an 
a  result  of  the  agreement  of  the  B.  C. 
Electric  Railway  and  the  municipal 
authorities  and  business  organisations 
of  Vancouver  to  arbitrate  the  Jitney 
problem  under  the  commission  appoint- 
ed by  the  Provincial  Government  to 
be  headed  by  Dr.  Adam  Hhortt.  Dr. 
Shortt  has  not  yet^telegraphed  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office  but  Premier 
Brewster  last  night  expected  the 
answer  by  today.  The  commission  will 
likely  be  under  way  In  ten  days.  Both 
sides  are  bound  to  abide  by  the  find- 
ings. 

The  feature  of  the  agreement  be- 
tween Vancouver  and  the  company 
supervised  by  the  Government,  through 
Attorney-General  Farris,  was  that  the 
company  bad  to  resume  service  at  once 
and  continue  it.  As  the  men  refused 
to  consider  any  compromise  In  the 
matter  of  wages,  the  company  had  de- 
cided to  accept  the  offer  of  the  com- 
mission and  realited  that  steps  had  to 
be  taken  to  resume  service,  wage  com- 
promises were  offered  to  the  employees 
yesterday  morning.  When  the  em- 
ployees refused  to  consider  any  com- 
promise the  company  agreed  to  their 
demands. 

The  new  wage  scale  will  be  37c  an 
hourVor  the  first  six  months:  lee  for 
the  next  eighteen  months;  ««c  after 
two  years;  S*c  after  three  years;  40c 
after  four  years.  The  former,  scale 
was  t7c  an  hour  for  the  flrst  year;  1 9c 
for  the  second;  Sic  for  the  third  year: 
ttc  for  the  fourth  year,  and  IRc  for 
the  flfth  year.  Mechanics  are  to  get 
41c  Instead  of  4ic  an  hour;  carpenters

PROTEST  AGAINST  NEW 
HEIGHT  REGULATION 


Increase  en   shipment*   ef 
bred   Steek   «mnld    Harm   Industry, 
ef  Trade       ■ 


The  Board  of  Trade  yesterday  lodged 
with  the  Canadian  Freight  Association 
a  protest  against  the  proposed  Increased 
freight  rate  to  be  charged  by  all  Cana- 
dian railways  on  shipments  of  purebred 
livestock. 

The  pretest  was  made  through  tn* 
Agricultural  Committee,  of  Which  Dr.  8. 
F.  Telmie  is  chairman.  The  present  rate 
on  purebred  cattle  ia  just  half  that 
charged  on  other  grades,  and  the  com- 
panies Intend  to  make  shippers  pay  the 
f uU  amount  after  the  new  regulation  hae 
been  brought  Into  force.  The  commit- 
tee maintains  that  the  farmers,  espe- 
cially of  Western  Canada,  should  be 
encouraged  in  every  wey  increase  the 
percentage  of  purebred  stock  in  their 
herds,  and  that  the  proposed  regulation 
would  be  a  serious  detriment  to  the  in- 
dustry. 

In  response  to  numerous  complelnts 
from  dairymen  of  Southern  Vancouver 
Island  points,  the  Board  ef  Trade  com- 
mittee wlU  also  interest  itself  in  the 
matter  of  freight  rates  charged  by  lo- 
cal railways  on'  ehlpsnents  ef  milk  and 
dairy  produce,  which  are  etalxeed  ft? 
shippers  to  be  ee  high  that  what  little 
profit  there  may  be  in  the  business  just 
now  Is  almost  entirely  absorbed  by 
freight  changes.  The  committee,  uefore 
taking  action.  wfR  ascertain  what  the 
corresponding  rstes  are  in  Alberta  snd 
the  state  of  Washington,  so  that  a 
comparison  can  be  made.

Dr.  Hall  declared  Hon.  Mr.  Hart's  state- 
ment waa  a  deliberate  falsehood,  but  he 
charged  that  in  order  to  have  him  with- 
draw from  this  contest  the  Premier  bad 
told  a  personal  friend  of  his  (Dr. 
Hall's)  that  if  the  Utter  would  consent 
not  to  run  against  Hon.  Mr.  Hart  he 
would  be  allowed  to  run  In  the  riding 
of  Newcastle  es  Liberal  candidate 
against  Mr.  J.  H.  Hewthornthwaite. 

Dr.  mil  again  referred  to  his  charge 
made  at  hia  meeting  ,  la  the  Princess 
Theatre  en  Tuesday  night  to  the  effect 
that  the  B.  C.  Klectrlc  Company  had 
contributed  lb. 000  to  the  campaign 
funds  of  the  Liberal  party.  He  etated 
he  admired  the  condor  of  Hon.  Mr.  Hart 
in  brazenly  admitting  that  $2,300  had 
erne  to  the  Provincial  campaign  funds, 
denied  that  he  had  etated  or  Insinuated 
that  Hen.  Mr.  Hart  had  personally  se- 
cured any  part  of  that  amount,  but  de- 
clared that  Mr.  Hart  had  not  told  all 
the  troth,  that  the  other  •.,*••  had  gone 
to  the  Vancouver  Liberal  funds,  and 
that  before  the  cheque  of  tbe  company 
had  been  accepted,  a  long-distance  tele- 
phone conversation  had  taken  place  with 
the  Premier  at  one  end  of  the  wire, 
and  then  the  cheque  was  accepted. 

It  was  Dr.  Hall's  final  meeting  of 
the  campaign  and  the  ballroom  of  the 
Alexander  Club  waa  filled  to  capacity. 
There  was  no  doubt  whom  the  audience 
waa  with.  Time  after  time  the  sallies 
of  Dr.  Hall,  who  hit  straight  out  from 
tbe  shoulder  end  did  not  mince  mat- 
ters, were  received  with  storms  of  ap- 
plause. The  gaiety  of  the  occasion  was 
added  to  by  the  presence  of  Hon.  John 
Oliver,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  who 
soon  became  a  centre  of  the  attacks  by 
Dr.  Hall  against  the  Government's  ma- 
chine end  the  crowd  hugely  enjoyed 
the  manner  in  whieh,  on  one  occasion 
when  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  objected  to  a 
statement  by  Dr.  Hall,  the  latter,  with 
Anger  pointed,  cried  "I'll  dress  you 
down  yet!" 

There  was  a  large  number  of  ladles 
present  and  their  resentment  at  the 
feet  that  the  Govern  men  t  had  seen  fit 
to  rush  on  the  election  before  they 
were  entitled  to  vote  was  emphasised 
by  a  resolution  protesting  against  the 
action  of  the  Government  In  "stealing" 
from  them  their  right  to  exercise  the 
franchise,  a  resolution  unanimously 
passed  amid  enthusiasm. 

The  efforts  of  emissaries  of  the1 
Premier  to  "call  off"  Dr.  Hall  were  re- 
lated by  the  latter,  one  of  these  depu- 
tations having  been  headed  by  Mr.  It.  T. 
Elliott,  K.C.,  who,  Dr.  Hall  asserted,  ad- 
mitted that  the  Government  was  rush- 
ing on  the  by-election  because  it  was 
afraid  of  the  women's  vote. 

Mr.  Joseph  Patrick  occupied  the 
chair.  In  addition  to  the  speeches,  re- 
citations 'by  Mr.  Houghton  and  a  song 
by  Miss  Mitchell  enlivened  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

"I  am  here  chairman  of  this  meet- 
ing because  patronage  Is  not  yet  abol- 
ished," declared  Mr.  Joseph  Patrick, 
chairman  of  the  meeting.  "The  light 
le  getting  stronger  and  so  is  our  can- 
didate. Notwithstanding  the  four  Cab- 
inet ministers  who  spoke  last  night  to- 
gether with  the  two  who  were  on  Hon. 
Mr.  Hart' a  platform  you  can  rest  as- 
sured Dr.  Hall  will  be  across  tbe  bay. 
I  notice  that  Hon.  Mr.  Hart  admitted 
that  12.500  was  paid  by  the  B.  C.  Elec- 
tric Company  to  the  Liberal  Campaign 
funds.  He  told  us  there  were  no 
strings  on  it.  No  one  ever  heard  of 
that  company  doing  anything  for  noth- 
ing. Was  there  any  string  on  that 
$15,000  whloh  was  paid  to  Mr.  M.  A. 
Macdonald?  And  in  the  face  of  that 
record  we  have  Hon.  John  Oliver,  In 
lofty  tones,  declaring  that  he  would 
not  sit  In  the  same  Cabinet  with  Billy 
Bowser.  We  threw  out  the  old  gov- 
ernment because  it  did  not  live  up  to 
Its  'promises.  Ws  are  ready  to  do  the 
seme  thing  again.  We  are  not  slaves; 
this  is  not  Russia.  We  consider  Hon. 
Mr.  Hart  Is  an  unwise  choice  and  we 
need  not  be  told  we  are  disloyal  If  we 
do  not  support  him.  Dr.  Hall  /win 
make  a  first  class  watch-dog  aryl  that 
le  what  we  need  over  the  Bay.  We 
want  someone  to  watch  Honest  John 
Oliver.  I  don't  care  whether  he  Js 
here  or  not." 

"I'm  here  all  right,"  came  the  voles 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  from 
the  rear  of  the  hall,  amid  laughter. 

Dr.  Hall  was  cheered  and  cheered 
ageln  as  he  stepped  forward  and  there 
wee  no  mistaking  the  fact  that  the 
meeting  was  his.  "It  Is  strange  that 
what  Is  dishonest  for  a  Conservative 
government  to  do  Is  not  dishonest  for 
a  Liberal  government,"  he  said,  as  he 
again  referred  to  his  charge  made  at 
hie  meeting  on  Tnesdsy  night.  "Can 
Honest  John  explains  that  anomaly?  1 
wonder  if  the  B.  C.  Electric  Company 
has  paid  another  ft.OOo  Into  the  slush 
fund  of  the  Government  in  order  to 
get  its  cars  running?  I  wondar  If 
Hon.  Mr.  Hart  could  give  Information 
about  another  910,000  or  115.000  which. 
It  Is  credibly  stated,  was  received  by 
tbe  present  Government." 

"That's  right.  Go  on.  Give  It  to 
them,''  said  a  voice,  and  the  hall  rang 
With    applause. 

"I  am  told  three  Mayors  of  three 
cities  met  In  Vancouver  recently  and  all 
agreed  to  put  stringent  regulations  on 
ths  Jitneys  to  crowd  them  Into  the 
back  alleys,  tbe  by-ways  and  upstairs.

"What  eat  me  to  the  quick."  contin- 
ued Dr.  Hall  with  emphasis,  "is  ths  fact 
that  the  very  men  I  revered  and  trusted 
I  find  absolutely  untruthful  In  the  way 
la  which  they  seek  to  create  the  im- 
pression against  me.  Think  of  the  vile  In- 
sinuation those  Cabinet  Ministers  east 
at  me  -at  their  meeting  last  night." 

Hon.  John  Oliver  waa  on  hia  feet  at 
the  rear  ef  the  hall,  evidently  Intending 
to  reply  to  that  statement,  bat  tn» 
crowd  howled  him  down,  boo'ed  him 
and  Jeered  him.  while  cries  of  "Bit 
down,"  "Put  him  out"  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  hell. 


"I'll  dress  you  down  before,  I  get 
through  with  you,"  shouted  Dr.  Hell, 
shaking  his  finger  at  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  amid  a  riot  of  cheers  aad 
laughter.  "They  told  you  last  night  I 
was  an  eye  specialist,  I  will  open  yjur 
eyes  for  you.  I  did  not  say  at  m> 
Tuesday  night's  meeting,  nor  did  I  de- 
sire to  create  the  impression  that  Hon. 
John  Hart  personally  profltted  by  the 
money  contributed  by  the  B.C.  Electric 
Company  to  ths  Liberal  party  fund.  I 
explained  then  it  was  not  a  bribe  to 
him,  but  to  the  whole  Liberal  machine, 
and  if  Hon.  John  Oliver  knew  of  It  and 
did  not  expose  it  while  a  member  of 
ths  cabinet,  then  he  is  equally  guilty 
with   the  others.

Brewster's  hands  were  at  that  very  mo- 
ment soiled.  Macdonald  was  crucifleu 
to  save  others  equally  guilty.  Oh,  yes; 
Brewster  is  the  Simon-pure  apostle  of 
purity.  What  difference  In  virtue  be- 
tween the  action  of  the  man  he  cls- 
mlssed  from  his  cabinet  and  the  man 
who  he  wants  to  take  into  his  cabinet 
now?

Dr.  Hall  roundly  scored  the  Premier 
for  falling  to  attend  the  publlo  meeting 
at  Vancouver  on  Wednesday  night,  at 
which  the  question  of  conscription  was 
urged.  "That  meeting  was  probably 
the  most  important  one,  especially  et 
this  stage  of  the  great  crisis,  ever  held 
in  British  Columbia.  Brewster  and  Bow- 
ser were  to  be  there  to  speak  at  the 
most  representative  gathering  ever  held 
on  the  Mainland  in  support  of  the  greet 
est  movement  ever  launched  In  this 
country.  But  In  order  to  oppose  a 
'brainstorm.'  as  his  lieutenant  called  me, 
one  who  was  about  to  lose  his  deposit, 
not  only  did  Premier  Brewster  back  out 
of  his  appointment  at  Vancouver,  but 
he  with  his  whole  cabinet  in  tow  took 
the  platform  here  against  me.  If  the 
exigencies  of  politics  rise  superior  In 
that  mans  mind  to  the  welfare  of  this 
Dominion  and  the  Empire,  then  seme- 
thing  Is  decidedly  wrong.  Women,  can 
you  understand  It?  You  women,  whose 
sons  are  serving  and  bleeding  at  the 
front  1  I  charge  that  the  Premier  le 
either  a  mere  politician  or  a  coward. 
After  hia  villainous,  abominable  attacks 
against  me,  I  feel  I  am  Justified  in 
fighting  him  back. 

Dr.  Hall  waxed  sarcastic  In  his  refer- 
ences to  the  Government's  professed  de- 
sire thst  the  women  should  have  the 
franchise  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment, and  to  their  claim  that  they  were 
responslbls  for  ths  franchise  being  ex- 
tended to  the  women.  He  asserted  the 
Government  could  not  help  itsejf;  the 
electors  had  ordered  that  the  franchise 
should  be  given  to  the  women,  "Mr. 
Brewster's  legal  adviser  called  on  me 
last  week  with  a  lot  of  flattery  and 
told  me  this  was  not  the  time  to  run. 
tut  rather  that  I  should  wait  until  the 
women  got  the  vote.  I  said:  *Mr.  El- 
liott, Why  Is  this  election  brought  on 
now?  Is  It  because  you  are  afraid  ot 
the  women's  vote  '  snd  Mr.  Elliott  an- 
swered: 'Yes:  I  am  told  the  voters'  lists 
could  have  been  prepared  by  tonight  had 
the  Government  wanted  it.  Perhaps 
Premier  Brewster  Is  not  wholly  respon- 
sible, but  he  is  In  the  hands  of  forces 
he  cannot  control,  'In  the  gall  of  bit- 
terneee,  the  bonds  of  iniquity'  ever 
there.  Thee  claim  credit  for  giving  the 
women  the  rote,  and  now  they  are  de- 
liberately swindling  them  out  ef  It. 
steallag  their   franchise." 

Dr.  Hell  again  referred  to  his  long 
stand  for  prohibition,  and  contrasted  It 
with  the  record  of  Hon.  Mr.  Hart,  as- 
serting that  before  the  last  goners  I 
elections  there  hsd  been  a  meeting  not 
n  thousand  miles  from  the  Dominion 
Hotel,  whereat  Hon.  Mr.  Hart,  then 
campaign  manager  ef  the  Liberal  party, 
met  the  liquor  interests  snd  mode  ear. 
tain  promises  that  If  prohibition  was 
defeated  It  would  not  again  be  aa  Issoe 
nor  would  any  ether  referendum  be  pot 
for  throe  rears:  tf  earned,  there  would 
be  cash  compensation  given,  or  the  com- 
ing- Into  effect  of  the  referendmn  weald 
be  deferred.

Of  these  benefits  l  e  un- 
derstood to  be  Included,  the  making  of 
acquaintances  of  men  one  ought  to 
know,  the  experiencing  of  genuine, 
wholesome  good-fellowship,  developing 
helpful  friendships,  the  gaining  of  effi- 
ciency and  strength  in  the  various  avo- 
cations through  comparison  with  the 
methods  and  experiences  of  others,  the 
stimulation  of  a  desire  to  be  it  ser- 
vice to  others, 'and,  lastly,  perhaps,  a 
small/  material  gain  in  a  business  way 
as  ths  result  of  having  incroasod  one's 
acquaintance.  It  was  only  by  living  up 
to  the  truest  Ideals  of  Rotary  that  mem- 
bers were  enabled  to  realise  Us  advan- 
tages to  the  greatest  degree.

For  the  most  part  these,  as  set  forth 
by  the  speaker,  were  for  the  Interest  of 
Rotary  members  slone,  but  In  closing 
Mr.  Beatty  touched  on  the  broaden 
theme  when  he  eald:  "I  believe  one 
must  endeavor  to  give  a  square  deal  not 
only  to  one's  customers,  friends  and 
creditors,  but  also  to  one's  employe.**, 
remembering  that,  If  one  pays  them  so 
poorly  that  they  cannot  live  respectably 
he  is  contributing  not  to  the  upbuilding 
but  to  the  destruction  of  the  individual 
community,  nation  or  world." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  by 
Mr.  Beatty,  the  meeting  was  glvsn  over 
to  a  musical  programme  arranged  by 
Mr.  Fletcher.  This  included  a  vocal  solo 
by  Mrs.  J.  Hlnton,  who  sang  In  splen- 
did contralto  voice  "Love  the  Peddler"; 
a  brilliant  pianoforte  rendition  of  "Old 
Black  Joe,"  with  variations,  by  Mr. 
Morris,  who  is  a  resent  acquisition  to 
the  musical  circles  of  the  city  from 
Toronto,  and  a  vocal  solo  by  Mr.  Ken- 
way,  whose  singing  of  "Celeste  Aide" 
wes  greatly  appreciated  by  the  assem- 
bly.

FRANCE  KEEPS  CALM 

:  DESPITE  WAR  RAVAGES 


Miss  Helen  Stewart  Tells  Vic- 
torians How  Country  Has 
Endured  Hardship  and  Con- 

'■'  tinued  Industrial  Progress 


How  in  the  face  of  untold  sorrow, 
privations  and  hardship— the  natural 
consequences  of  war's  ravages— France 
has  calmly  earned  on  her  task  not  only 
In  the  battlefield,  hut  beblnd  the  lines, 
in  the  harvest  fields  and  Industrial 
plants  and  in  every  branch  of  civil,  as 
Veil  as  military  life,  was  told  In  a> 
graphic,  entertaining  way  last  night 
by  Miss  Helen  Stewart,  who  recently 
returned  from  Europe,  whore  she  has 
been  serving  in  a  Red  Cross  canteen 
behind   the  French  lines. 

'  The  address,  which  was  for  the  bone- 
sit  of  the  Red  Cross  funds,  was  given 
m  the  Bmpress  Hotel  ballroom  before 
about  350  persons.  Mr.  T.  H.  Slater, 
general  organiser  of  Red  Cross  branches 
In  Victoria,  was  In  the  chair.  Preced- 
ing the  address,  Mrs.  Jesse  Longfleld 
sang,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  A.  J.  Gibson. 
1  "In  spits  of  the  tumult,  the  noise,  and 
every  outward  sign  that  the  country  la 
at  war,  that  Is  not  the  feature  that  one 
wonders  at  when  visiting  France.  The 
moat  impressive  fact  Is  that  France  Is 
calm.  We  were  in  Lorraine  most  of  the 
time,  and  there  the  cannon  boomed  and 
growled  all   day.  but  thoy  were  not  so 

Spresslve  as  the  harvesting  scenes  nor 
b  sight  of  cows  grating  In  the  field 
when  we  knew  that  only  a  short  way 
beyond  men  by  the  thousands  were 
fighting  for  thejr  lives  and  the  coun- 
Vy  Itself. 

"The  French  never  thought  of  letting 
Jbe  war  interfere  with  their  work. 
Some  of  them  fled  in  the  early  days  ot 
the  war  from  the  Invaded  territory,  but 
they  soon  returned  and  went  shout 
their  customary  occupations.  Riding 
from  Havre  to  Paris,  ths  traveler  would 
never  think  that  France  was  at  war; 
he  would  never  Imagine  that  the  only 
people  caring  for  the  boundless  grain 
rields  were  old  men,-  women,  and  chll* 
flren.  As  soon  as  the  Germans  are 
driven  back,  the  peasanta  begin  to  build" 
anew  on  the  ashes  of  their  ruined  homes 
and  sow  the  crops  over  ground  conse- 
crated to  the  graves  of  their  husbands 
and   eons.

managed  to  accommodate  all  these 
homeless  ones.  There  are  countless  or- 
phans. Many  households  have  adopted 
one,  two — sometimes  three — children 
made  parenUess  by  the  war.  Vet,  m 
spite  of  It  all.  It  did  not  Impress  me 
that  any  part  of  France  was  really 
hsdly  off,  as  you  might  say.  Why? 
Because,  the  French  know  how  to  live 
on  what  thsy  have,  and  make  the  most 
of  it. 

"We  can  do  all  we  are  doing,  ten 
times  more,  and  then  fifty  times  more 
than  that,  for  France,  and  then  we  will 
be  doing  only  a  minute  fraction  of  what 
France  Is  doing  for  herself.  Half  of 
Paris  seems  to  be  filled  with  societies 
for  the  benefit  of  others — for  Russians, 
Poles,  Italians,  Serbians,  blinded  sol- 
diers and  orphans.  There  are  hos- 
pitals everywhere.  In  France  there  are 
now    over    e.OOO    special    hospitals. 

"France  doesn't  say  much,  but  France 
does.  Universal  nations!  service  Is  the 
keynote  of  France  in  wait.  Not  only  the 
men  have  been  enrolled  for  service,  but 
every  woman  and  child — even  every 
dollar— is  working,"

Charities 

Seldom,  If  ever  before,  haa  there  been 
so  great  need  of  support  for  local 
charities  and  never  was  there  more 
danger  that  this  need  will  be  forgot- 
ten. There  are  so  many  claims  to  meet 
directly  owing  to  the  war  that  many 
people  overlook  the  fact  that  It 'costs 
far  more  to  care  for  the  sick,  the  poor 
and  the  unfortunate  than  It  did  three 
years  ago.  The  Daughters  of  Empire 
are  the  exception  to  this  rule.  Today 
everyone  will  be  asked  to  contribute 
much  or  little  according  to  his  or  her 
means  to  the  hospitals  and  orphanages 
and  other  good  works  carried  on  for 
the  benefit  of  the  helpless.  That  a 
small  proportion  of  the  offering  will 
go  to  the  crippled  children  whose  clev- 
er fingers  have  fashioned  the  pretty 
favors  distributed  should  not  <be  a 
hindrance  to  anyone  Who  remembers 
how  much  the  privations  of  the  time 
must  affect  those  whose  lot  Is  already 
sad.  f 

It  will  reqnlre  more  than  the  usual 
effort  .for  many  people  to  reach  the 
city  unless  the  street  car  strike  Is 
over.  But  those  who  have  the  means 
and  the  will  to  give  will  find  a  way 
to  send  in  their  contributions. 
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financial.  It  carries  on  the  business 
and  raises  the  money  needed  for  the 
work  in  which  It  Is  engaged. 

The  other  pert  of  the  organisation 
consists  of  nurses  trained  especially 
fo  rthe  work  of  visiting  homes.  At 
the  head  of  this  little  army  Mrs.  Han- 
Ington  takes  the  place  filled  for  many 
years  by  Miss  Mary  Ard  McKensle. 
in  the  cities  the  Victorian  Order 
nurses  labor  among  those  whose  means 
are  small.  They  are  paid  by  the  so- 
ciety, so  have  no  Interest  except  the 
care  of  the  patient.  They  are  trained 
maternity  nurses.  They  refuse  their 
services  to  none.  On  the  other  hand, 
no  one  Is  encouraged  to  accept  charity. 
The  fees  are  fixed  at  a  sum  which  all 
except    the    poorest    can    pay. 

The  nurses  do  not,  however,  except 
when  there  Is  urgent  necessity,  under- 
take to  perform  household  duties  tn 
the  cities.  To  do  this,  there  would  have 
to  he  a  much  larger  number  thgn  even

Perhaps  in  all  Canada  there  Is  not 
a  more  important  position  to  which  a 
woman  could  be  called  than  that  to 
which  Mrs.  Henry  Hanlngton  has  been 
appointed.  The  .Victorian  Order  of 
Nurses  has  taken  upon  Itself  the  mis- 
sion, of '  caring  for  the  health  of  all 
thoss  who,  for  any  reason,  canrfot 
command  the  service  of  a  trained  pro- 
fessional nurse. 

■  The  society  consists  of  two  bodies. 
First,  there  is  an  organisation  of 
wealthy  ladles  and  gentlemen  who  have 
eetabllshed  a  fund  which  makes  the 
working  of  the  order  possible  The 
headquarters  of-  this  body  Is  In  Ot- 
tawa, and  it  has  branches  in  city  and 
country  all  the  way  from  Halifax  to 
Victoria.  The  organisation  was  first 
established  by  Lord  and  Lady  Aber- 
deen as  a  memorial  of  the  jubilee  of^ 
Queen  Victoria,  and  the  Governor- 
General  and  his  lady  have  ever  since 
held  the  place  of  heads  of  the  order. 
To  the  successive  occupants  of  Rldeau 
Hall,  Canada  owes  much  for  the  ac- 
tive part  they  have  taken  in  establish- 
ing snd  developing  this  association. 

The  duty  of  this  part  of  the  Victorian 
Order  and  Its  many  branches  Is  chiefly 
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the  resources  of  the  organization  could 
provide. 

If  there  is  no  relative  or  neighbor 
who  can  care  for  the  patient  when  the 
nurse  has  finished  her  work,  and  if  the 
family  cannot  \efford  to  engage  help, 
the  charitable  societies  usually  send,  a 
woman  to  take  charge.  It  must  not  be 
supposed,  however,  that  only  maternity 
cases  are  cared  for.  The  nurses  are 
all  hospital  graduates,  and  chronic  In- 
valids, old  people  and  many  other  cases 
can  quite  well  be  cared  for.  Except 
where  there  Is  a  large  ataff,  no  visits 
are  paid  in  cases  of  infectious  disease 
In.  some  of  the  large  cities,  however, 
there  are  Victorian  Order  nurses  who 
do  such  work,  and  in  the  case  of 
typhoid  epidemics  very  valuable  ser- 
vices  have   been .  rendered. 

The  local  branches  in  this  and  other 
cities  undertake  to  supply  necessities 
and  little  luxuries  to  such  patients  as 
are  In  need  in  addition  to  their  con- 
trlbutlona  of  money  to  the  general 
fund.  .  The  nurses  are  ready  at  any 
time  to  give  advice  to  the  mother  con- 
cerning the  care  of  her  children  or, 
what  is  quite  as  Important,  of  herself. 
If,  in  the  city  where  there  are  hos- 
pitals and  health  departments  as  well 
as  charitable  agencies  of  many  kinds, 
the  Victorian  Order  renders  valuable 
services,  It  does  not  neglect  the  coun- 
try where  families  are  scattered.  It 
haa  long  been  Its  aim  through  cottage 
hospitals  and  .nursing  homes  to  care 
for  the  sick  in  Isolated  districts  on  the 
prairies',  -among  the  mountains  and 
along  the  'seashore.  Lady  Mlnto,  Lady  I 
Grey  arid  the  Duchess  of  Connaught 
each.  In  turn,' became,  leaders  in  the  ex- 
tension of  work  which  would  conserve 
the  health  of  women  and  the  lives  of 
children  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  Canada . 

So  far  all  that  has  been  done  Is  but 
the  beginning..-  In  almost  every  case 
where  a  hospital  has  been  established 
or  a  nursing  home,  opened,  the  value 
of  .the  work  has  been  recognized.  The 
nurses  have  proved  themselves  re- 
sourceful and  efficient,  and  It  has  been 
round  necessary  to  enlarge  its  scope. 
The  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  Miss 
McKensle,  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  of 
the  trained  women  who  went  among 
the  people  as  messengers  of  health, 
hare  established  what  is  likely  to  be- 
come one  of  the  greatest  of  Canadian 
institutions. 

Mrs.  Hanlngton  has  many  qualifica- 
tions for  the  office  she  has  accepted. .  In 
the  first  place  she  Is  a  trained  nurse, 
to  whom  motherhood'  has  brought  deep 
and  wide  sympathy.  She  Is  a  Canadian, 
and  knows  her  country  from  the  At- 
lantic to  the  Pacific.  She  is  familiar 
from  experience  with  the  trials  of  the 
life  led  by  women  far  from  cities,  snd 
she  has  Imagination  as  well  as  force 
of  character.  Her  many  friends  In 
Victoria,  while  they  will  regret  her  de- 
parture, will  look  forward  with  hope 
and  expectation  to  what  Mrs.  Han- 
lngton will  accomplish  as  head  of 
what  is  likely  to  grow,  as  the  years 
pass,  into  the  greatest  health  bureau 
In  the  world.

■pare  time,  the  people  some  of  as  are 
accustomed  to  regard  So  insincere  .are 
■«  work  la  Mew  York  for  the  beaeflt 
of  the  Red  Cress.  Like  the  rest  of  as, 
they  are  knitting,  sewing,  collecting 
money  and  doing  the  many  other  things 
that  make  possible  the  healing  of 
wounded  men.  The  owners  ot  thoatree 
are  seconding  tholr  efforts,  allowing 
collections  to  -be  taken  up  and  even 
pouring  into  their  coffers  the  proceeds 
of   popular  plays. 

The  loader  la  this  labor  of  love  Is 
Miss  Rachel  Crothera,  a  playwright, 
and  the  vice-president  Is  Miss  Dorothy 
Donelly.  Some  of  the  theatre  women 
have  undertaken  the  cultivation  of 
land  on  Long  Island.  Others  gather 
old  clothes  sad  shoes  to  seed  to  the 
destitute  women  and  children  of  Eu- 
rope, and  still  others  are  preparing  a 
shipment  of  jam  for  the  hospitals.  All 
these  things  are  being  done  on  a  scale 
that  shows  the  seal  and  generosity  of 
the   workers. 

Rut  far  more  Important  and  far- 
reaching  than  such  labors  Is  what  the 
artists  are  planning  to  do  as  none  but 
they  can  do  it  It  was  from  the  Stage 
Women's  War  Relief  that  the  Idea  cams 
that  Is  being  brought  to  fruition  by 
two  leading  actors.  Mr.  Sam  H.  Harris 
and  Mr.  George  M.  Cohan.  What  this 
Is  Miss  Crothers  tells  the  world  In  The 
New    York    Times: 

"When  Raymond  H.  Fosdlck.  appoint- 
ed by  Secretary  Baker  as  Commission- 
er of  Recreation  In  Military  Camps,  ap- 
pealed to  the  Stage  Women's  War  Re- 
lief for  help  In  this  direction,  we  knew 
that  without  the  co-operation  of  the 
men  of  the  theatrical  profession  this 
undertaking  would  be  utterly  impos- 
sible. So  Mary  H.  Klrkpatrlck.  secre- 
tary of  the  8.  W.  w  .R.  and  one  of  Its 
most  valiant  soldiers,  took  the  map  of 
the  United  States,  with  the  training 
camps  marked  upon  It.  snd  laid  it 
with  the  whole  matter,  before  Mr.  Har- 
ris and  Sam  Forrest. 

"As  Mr.  Harris  studied  the  map  and 
began  to  think,  he  said,  'This  looks  to 
me  now  colossal  and  Impossible.'  But 
the  more  he  studied  and  the  more  he 
thought,  the  more  he  rose  to  the  great 
idea  that  this  Is  the  one  priceless  thing 
which  the  theatre,  and  the  theatre 
alone,  can  do  for  Its  country  now,  and 
the  more  convinced  he  became  that.  If 
we  ail  pull  together  for  this  one  big 
thing  and  all  share  the  burden.  It  will 
be  possible  to  work  out  a  scheme  by 
which,  working  from  the  principal  the- 
atrical centres,  groups  of  players  can 
reach  the  camps  and  give  them  enter- 
tainment which  will  keep  them  in 
touch  with  home  and  thethlngs  they 
have  given  up,  and  will  tell  them  more 
forcibly  than  anything  else  that  this 
is  a  mission  of  brotherly  love  and  a 
tribute  of  our  appreciation  of  what  our 
soldiers  are  doing  for  us.  It  will  help 
to  break  their  Isolation  and  carry  them 
over  hard  hours  of  boredom  and  home- 
sickness and  the  ghastly  temptations 
which  loneliness  brings,  and,  above  all. 
It  will  prove  that  the  theatre  holds' 
something  more  than  srt  and  commer- 
cialism and  can  carry  a  message  of 
love  and  healing  on  Its  wings.  Mr. 
Harris  In  a  few  minutes  took  up  the 
burden  in  his  strong  and  generous 
hands,  said  he  would  see  what  could 
be  done,  and  the  next  day  sent  the 
Stage  Women'a  War  Relief  the  modest 
but  powerful  message  that  'Mr.  George 
Cohan  and  Mr.  Sam  H.  Harris  will  do 
their  bit  by  starting  a  scheme  by  which 
the  theatrical  profession  can  give  good 
shows  to  our  boys  In  the  camps.' " 

In  Canada  it  would  be  hard  to  esti- 
mate how  much  good  has  been  done 
by  the  singers  and  players  who  have 
provided  entertainment  for  the  men  in 
the  training  camps  and  who  are  now 
helping  to  make  the  lot  of  the  men  in 
the  convalescent  homes  easier.  Even 
had  they  wished  to  do  so.  It  would  not 
have  been  possible  to  organize  so  great 
a  scheme  as  their  fellow- workers  in 
the  United  States  have  undertaken. 
Still  we  In  Canada  can  admire  the  en- 
terprise and  yet  more  the  kindness  of 
heart  and  self-sacrifice  which  Is  being 
shown    by    American    actors. 
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The  Soldiers  and  Sailers' 
The  building  on  the  Esquimau  Road 
so  long  unused  has  passed  Into  the 
possession  of  the  Seaman's  Institute. 
In  future  It  and  the  Connaught  Insti- 
tute near  the  Outer  Wharf  will  be  un- 
der one  management.  The  final  trans- 
fer  was    effected   on   Tuesday. 

Now  that  Ksqulmslt  Is  frequently 
visited  by  warships,  the  need  of  such 
a  building  has  become  Insistent.  It  Is 
not  at  ell  surprising  to  learn  that  the 
Ladles'  Guild  will  lose  no  time  In  mak- 
ing this  home  all  that  It  waa  original- 
ly designed  to  be  and  more.

There  will  he  a  well  supplied 
reading  room,  comfortable  bedrooms 
and  all  who  desire  It  may  procure  light 
refreshment.  Mrs.  Story,  the  wife  of 
Admiral  Story,  who  Is  a  vice-president 
of  the  Ladies'  Ootid.  Is  to  have  a  spe- 
cial oversight  of  this  branch  of  the 
work.  Those  who  know  this  gentle, 
gracious  lady  will  feel  sure  that  la 
this  there  Is  a  good  augury  for  the 
success  of  the  work  to  be  done  there. 
That  the  men  appreciate  the  efforts  of 
the  8000180/0  Institute  on  their  behalf 
thoy  hove  shown  by  taking  full  advan- 
tage of  H  so  far  as  that  has  hitherto 
been  possible.  The  president  of  the 
Indies'  Guild,  Mrs.  Thomson.  Is  confi- 
dent that  the  people  of  Victoria  win 
respond  generously  to  the  sppeoi  soon 
to  ho  made  for  funds  to  carry  on  this 
aew   branch  of  the  work.

Bobby  Powell  Wrote  That 
Sporting  Character  of  Haz- 
ardous Work  at  the  Front 
Appealed  to  Him 


TIM  friends  of  the  late  R.  B.  Powell 
Will  douhtless  be  Interested  to  read 
an  account  of  his  last  days  at  the  front, 
la  a  letter  written  "In  the  Held"  to  a 
relative,    ••Bobby"    Powell    eald: 

"Since  the  ttb  I  bare  not  been  out 
Sbf    my    clothes    moving    forward    with 

'  our  splendid  advance.  You  will,  of 
course,  have  read  all  about  the  Cana- 
dian capture  of  Vlmy  Ridge— on*  of 
the  great  successes  of  the  war.  I  am 
proud  to  feel  I  took  part  In  it.  The 
•hells  were  all  around  me,  but  1  am 
through  untouched.  I  had  an  Interest- 
ing duty— that  of  a  llason  oftoer  be- 
tween  two  battalions.  For  this  pur- 
pose I  had  to  make  Journeys  between 
the  respective  colonels  and  report  prog- 
ress. Making  the  Journey  across  the 
awful  battlefield  was  a  little  harassing 
at    times,    but    the    sporting    character 

•  of  the  big  adventure  appealed  to  me, 
and  I  almost  enjoyed  the  excitement  of 
It  all.  On  the  night  of  the  advance 
< April  •)  I  slept  In  the  bed  of  a  Ger- 
man brigadier-general  In  a  wonderful 
dugout,  ••  feet  underground,  fitted  up 
with  electric  light  and  a  mattress  bed. 
It  was  obvious  that  the  place  had  been 

'  deserted  at  very  short  notice,  as  every- 
thing waa  In  confusion.  Since  then  we 
have  advanced  considerably  into  what 
waa  previously  German  territory.  I 
have  Just  gone  through  three  awful 
■Ights.  How  I  was  not  killed  was  ex- 
traordinary as  I  had  a  very  trying  time 
with  the  shells,  but  I  believe  a  special 
Providence  Is  looking  after  me.  .  .  . 
The  east  of  It  all  Is  terrible.  At  one 
hour  numbers  of  men  cheery  and  hap- 
py with  brave  hearts  and  high  spirits, 
Just  la  the  prime  of  life,  wishing  each 
other  'Cheer  oh  and  good  luck';  a  few 
hours  later  many  of  them  cold  In 
death.  They  have  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice,  but  the  futility  and  agony  of 
It  all  Is  terrible  to  reflect  upon.  I 
•hall  never  forget  my  impression  walk- 
ing over  that  battlefield,  consisting  of 
nothing  but  a  churned-np  mass  of  shell 
holes  and  every  here  and  there  the 
poor  torn  bodies  of  men  you  had  talk- 
ed and  laughed  with  twelve  hours  be- 
fore. However,  it  all  must  be.  Despite 
alt  that,  what  a  mixture  we  are!  We 
hate  the  enemy  as  the  enemy,  though 
2  think  most  of  us  have  little  fooling 
towards  the  Individual.  I  earn*  across 
a  wounded  German,  whom  a  stretcher- 
bearer  told  me  was  suffering  great 
agony  bravely.  I  gave  him  a  drink 
6f  my  rum,  and  his  eyes  looked  grate- 
fully at  me  as  he  murmured  *bauker- 
schan.'  He  was  down  and  defeated,  but 
he  was  a  human  being."

Oliver's  statessent  at. the  same  meeting 
to  the  affect  that  Dr.  Hall  should  also 
be  a*  tho  front,  where,  as  a  doctor,  be 
could  do  a  groat  work  saving  the  lives 
of  wounded  men.  Hie  asks  me  why  1 
did  not  go  to  the  front,  when  be  hsa 
some  half-dosen  seas  who  are  not  there, 
but  eligible  That  Is  none  of  my  busi- 
ness, perhaps,  neither  hoe  he  any  busi- 
ness to  charge  me  with  not  being  at  the 
front.  But  I  eon  tell  him  I  did  not 
go  to  the  front  because  Dr.  Hart  said 
I  was  too  old  end  he  would  not  accept 
me-  But  I  understand  Hon.  John  Oliver 
baa  a  son  studying  medicine,  a  two- 
year  man,  who  would  prove  invaluable 
In  Red  Cross  aqarfc.  I  am  told  he  sold 
It  cost  too  much  to  educate  his  sons 
to  send  them  to  fight " 

"That  Is  not  the  truth,"  shouted  back 
Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  and  in  the  ensuing 
disturbance  the  progress  of  tho  meeting 
was  held  up  for  soma  time. 

"I  will  give  sny  man  11.000  if  he 
will  ahow  me  where  I  ever  charged  a 
working  man  two  months  of  his  wagss 
for  a  few  minutes  professional  work," 
declared  Dr.  Hall  In  reference  to  the 
statement  made  at  the  Liberal  meeting 
on  Wednesday  night  to  that  effect.  He 
refuted  too  the  slur  cast  upon  him  he- 
cause  of  his  being  a  member  of  a 
"close"  profession  ststlpg  that  for 
twenty  years  he  had  stood  for  the  na- 
tionalisation of  the  medical  profession. 
Never  had  he  refused  attending  on  any 
poor  peyson.  He.  was  opposed  to  spe- 
cial privilege  end  because  of  that  he 
Was  not  so  popular  with  the  profession 
1  today. 


Declaring  the  Wednesday  night  Lib- 
oral  meeting  to  have  been  a  whole  bat- 
tery of  "Bombast,  Brewster  end  Bil- 
lingsgate," Dr.  Hall  asserted  thst  the 
Liberal  machine  hod  no' desire  that  the 
party's  principles  of  initiative,  refer- 
endum snd  recall  should  be  made  ef- 
fective; he  declared  psrties  are  losing 
their  definitions  and  that  BssTdd  «!»'" 
can  they  line  up  as  before.

Women's    Tribute 

Mrs.  Gordon  Grant  referred  to  the 
long  and  excellent  record  of  Dr.  Hall  as 
a  citlsen  and ,  her  1  appreciation  of  his 
action  in  offering  his  services  as  a  re- 
presentative of  the  city  In  the  Legisla- 
ture. Dr.  Hall,  she  said,  has  slways 
stood  for  progress  in  '  every  line  of 
work,  socially,  politically  and'  indus- 
trially. .For  years  he  had  been  fore- 
most. In  working  for  thatln  which  the 
motherhood  '  of  the  Province  Is  keenly 
interested,  the  conservation  of  life.  Al- 
ways he  hod  proved  himself  a  fear- 
less, brsve  soul.  As  a  representative 
he  would  secure  laws  that  would  pro- 
tect and  conserve  not  alone  the  physical, 
but  also  the  moral  l|fe  of  the  Province. 
.She  expressed  her  belief  In ,  the  In-

Rx-Aldermsn  Robert  Porter  expressed 
his  pleasure  that  Dr.  Hall  waa  standing  as 
On  Independent  Liberal,  a  position  he  oc- 
cupied himself.  He  believed  Hon.  Mr. 
Hart  to  be  an  honest,  straightforward  man 
but  an  untried  one  who  possessed  no  pub- 
lie  experience  and  yet  had  been  selected 
to  fill  the  most  responsible  position  in  the 
Government. 

■en.  Jena  Glued  to  Seat 

Mrs.  Aekroyd  eulogised  Dr.  Hall  ae  a 
man  upon  whom  the  women  oould  rely, 
and  she  urged  the  passing  of  a  resolutlea 
condemning  the  Government  for  Its  action 
in  hurrying  en  the  election  before  the  wo- 
men eeuld  vote.  It  waa  on  her  euggestlon 
that  a  resolution  of  protest  was  put  and 
unanimously  carried,  only  Hon.  John 
Oliver  refusing  to  stand  up  when  the 
"ares"  were  taken,  a  circumstance  which 
created  much  amusement  which  waa  ac- 
centuated when,  in  response  to  the  chair- 
man's call  for  the  "nays"  the  minister 
still   remained   seated.

MEAN  MONEY  WfflD 


Reduction  of  Smoke  Nuisance 
Saves  Pittsburgh  Several 
Million  Dollars  Yearly  — 
Health  of  Citizens  Benefited 


"There  was  a'  time."  said  the  great 
German  chemist.  Dr.  Otto  N.  Witt,  in 
the  course  of  an  addrsss  a  few  years 
ego,  "when  smoke  was  considered  a 
necessary  evil,  which  had.  to  be  endured. 
After  a  while  smoke  began  to  be  look- 
ed upon  as  a  nuisance,  and  war  woe 
declared  against  it  by  those  who  suf- 
fered from  Its  disagreeable  properties: 
but  now  we  know  that  smoke  la  a  waste 
and  that  nobody  has  better  cause  to 
wage  war  against  It  than  tbe  man  who 
produces  it. 

"Smoking  chimneys  ere  thieves,  and 
their  misdeeds  should  not  rise  unaveng- 
ed to  Heaven.  It  Is,  perhaps,  not  toe 
much  to  say  that  the  saving  of  national 
wealth  effected  by  regenerative  gas 
heating  may  amount,  to  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  sggregate  national  debta  of 
all  civilised  national"  With  the  cost 
of ,  the  nuisance  thus  emphasised  ths 
producer  grows  thoughtful. 

Ths  smoke  problem  Is  no  novelty. 
Tbe  smoke  of  London  was  a  cause  ot 
complaint  In  tbe  Middle  Ages,  and  a 
man  waa  executed  In  that  city  early  In 
the  fourteenth  century  for  burning  "sea 
coal."  The  first  smoke-abatement  In- 
vention was  patented  by  James  Watt 
in    17*5. 

In  recent  times  the  war  against  smoke 
has  been  carried  on  by  numerous  socie- 
ties in  Europe  and  America;  it  haa  In- 
cluded the  adoption  of  a  great  many 
laws  and  ordinances,  which,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  have  not  generally 
been  effective;  it  has  been  the  occasion 
of  international  conferences  and  na- 
tional expositions;  and  Its  literati 
ao  volumlnoue  that  an  Incomplete  list 
of  the  books  and  papers  on  the  subject, 
published  by  the  Mellon  Institute,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  fills  164  pages.  The 
facts  and  figures  adduced  In  the  ar- 
raignment of  this  evil  are  stupendous. 
It  haa  been  said,  for  example,  to  cause 
sn  snnusl  waste  and  damage  of  half  a 
billion  dollars  In  this  country  alone. 
Tet  dollars — not  to  mention  health — 
continue. to  go  up  in  smoke. 
Pittsburgh's   Record  of  Bmokey   Extrav- 


Thlnge  sre  Improving,  however,  part- 
ly owing  to  the  increased  use  of  gas 
and  electricity  in  place  of  coal,  and 
partly  to  better  appliances  for  burning 
coal.  '  Pittsburgh  furnishes  an  example 
not  only  of  the  smoke  evil  at  Its  worst, 
but  also  of  what  may  be  done  to  miti- 
gate It.  Exhaustive' studies  of  the  sub- 
ject were  made  In  that  city  by  the  Mel- 
lon Institute  of  Industrial  Research. 
According  to  data  published  in  that 
connection  the  smoke  evil  was  then 
costing  Pittsburg  $9,94  4,740  per  an- 
num,, not  Including  depreciation  in  the 
value  of  property,  absence  of  various 
Industries  which  cannot  flourish  in  a 
smoky  atmosphere,  and  Injury  to  hu- 
man health.  The  smoke  makers  them- 
selves wore  losing  $1,520,740,  which 
might  have  been  saved  by  more  perfect 
combustion  of  fuel.  The  laundry  bills 
of  the  people  of  Pittsburgh  were  $1,600,- 
000  bigger  than  they  would  have  been 
with  a  clean  atmosphere,  and  their  dry 
cleaning  bills  $750,000  bigger.  Tet  the 
city  has  a  large  population  of  unskilled 
laborers  who  have  little  use  for  laun- 
dries, and  light-colored  clothing  Is  such 
a  rarity  In  Pittsburgh  that  the  city  has 
been  called  "the  mourning  town." 
Houses  in  Pittsburgh  were,  on  an  aver- 
age, painted  every  three  years,  as  com- 
pared with  every  six  or  eight  years  In 
other  cities.  The  sheet  metal  of  roofs, 
gutters,  spouts,  etc.,  deteriorated  twice 
as  fast  In  the  smoky  atmosphere  of 
Pittsburgh  as  In  an  average  large  city, 
and  needed  painting  twice  as  often. 
Pittsburgh  Is  the  only  city  where  people 
habitually  have  their  wall  paper  cleaned 
once  or  tw|ce  a  year  by  a  professional 
cleaner.  The  city  was  spending  more 
then  $730,000  for  artificial  light  in  the 
day  time. 

Stringent  smoke  abatement  ordi- 
nances were  adopted  in  1014,  and  In  the 
following  year  It  was  reported  that  the 
amount  of  smoke  emitted  had  been  re- 
duced 7$  per  cent.  Pittsburgh  has  a 
Smoke  Bureau,  which  costs  the  city 
$11,000  per  annum,  and  which  now  ef- 
fects an  annual  saving  to  the  commun- 
ity of  several  million  dollars.  The 
methods  adopted  to  diminish  the  smoke 
Included  changes  to  gas,  coke  and  low- 
boilers.  Inclined  chain-grate  stokers,  un- 
derfeed stokers,  steam  jets  and  exten- 
sion stacks. 

Another  olty  In  which  elaborate  In- 
vestigations have  been  made  la  Chicago. 
Dr.  W.  F.  M.  Gobs',  of  the  University, 
of  Illinois,  who  directed  these  etudies, 
brought  out  several  interesting  facts, 
one  of  which  Is  that  too  much  Import- 
ance hss  generally  been  attached  to  the 
mere  visibility  of  smoke.  Thus  many 
American  cities  prohibit  "dense 
rmoke,"  or  "black,  thick  and  continuous 
smoke,'"  or  smoke  Intercepting  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  light.  But  it  appears 
that  while  the  adoption  of  anthracite 
coal  or  coke  as  fuel  will  render  the  dis- 
charge of  smoke  less  visible.  It  will 
not  materially  reduce  tbe  emission  of 
dust  or  fine  cinder.  Another  Important 
point  brought  out  by  the  Chicago  in- 
vestigations is  the  extent  to  which  the 
atmosphere  of  a  great  city  Is  polluted 
by  forma  of  dust  not  due  to  smoke. 

Exact  measurements  of  the  amount 
of  solid  matter  contributed  to  the  at- 
mosphere by  smoke  have  been  made 
more  extensively  In  Europe  than  in 
America.  Measurements  of  sootfall 
made  at  twelve  stations  in  Pittsburgh 
In  1912-1 J  Indicated  an  annual  average 
deposit  of  soot  in  that  city  smountlng 
to  1.031  tons  per  square  mile.  In  Leeds, 
England,  the  sootfall  ranges  from  Si, 
to  5S»  tone  per  square  mile  In  different 
eectlons  of  the  town.  London's  average 
Is  $4$  tons  for  the  whole  city,  snd  420 
tons  In  the  central  districts.  In  the 
centre  of  Glssgow  the  annual  deposit 
during  1010-11  was  $30  tons  per  square 
mile. 

In  Greet  Britain  the  recently  formed 
Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  At- 
mospheric Pollution  hoe  Installed  stan- 
dard measuring  apparatus  In  sixteen 
English  and  Scotch  towns.  In  some 
oases  there  sre  as  many  as  ten  stations 
la  a  single  town.  The  organisation  la 
analogous  te  a  meteorological  service, 
with  Its  network  of  stations  for  observ- 
ing the  weather.  The  standard  collec- 
tor, or  "pollution  gage,"  consists  of  a 
Urge  cast-iron  funnel,  enameled  on  the 
Inside,  having  a  collecting  area  of  four 
square  foot-  Projecting  above  the  gage 
la  a  wire  screen,  open  at  the  top,  In- 
tended te  prevent  birds  from  settling  on 
tho  edge  of  the  vasal.

Platinum  has  become  a  metal  of  war 
Importance.  Many  ore  apt  to  think  af 
tbla  rare  metal  as  preeminently  adapted 
to  settings  for  precious  stones,  and  at 
present  60  'par  cant  or  more  af  tha  plat- 
inum used  In  this  country  ta  consumed 
In  tba  jewelry  trade.  Bat  the  metal  ta 
of  vital  need  to  many  industries  upon 
which  success  or  failure  In  war  may 
depend. 

Disk**  and  utensils  af  platinum  are 
absolutely  necessary  In  aU  chemical  la- 
boratories* and  upon  their  laboratories 
all  great'  Industries  are  dependent  far 
guidance.  Several  alloys  of  cheaper 
metals  and  china,  glass,  steel,  nickel  or 
gold  can  be  used  to  replace  some  of  the 
platinum  for  this  purpose,  but  not  all 
tha  platinum  utensils  can  be  replaced 
by  substitutes. 

Alloys  hava  been  developed  for  sorrre 
parte'  of  the  Ignition  systems  af  inter- 
nal-combustlon  engines,  but  aa  substi- 
tutes for  platinum  has  bean  found  for 
certain* ,  delicate  parts  of  tha  ignition 
system*,  and  ta  Insure  tha  proper  oper- 
ation af  the  automobile*,  motor  boats. 
and  all  amuse  called  into  national  ser- 
vice a  larva  quantity  of  platinum  must 
be  available  for  this  use. 

Platinum  or  allied  rare  metals  have 
wide  application  In  many  Instruments 
af  precision  used  In  tha  physical  test- 
ing of  all  klnda  of  materials.

Although  the  platinum  deposits  of 
Colombia  have  been  yielding  for  many 
years,  they  hava  not  been  developed  by 
engineering  methods  until  recently. 
Prior  to  1014  moot  of  Colombia's  plati- 
num output  waa  won  by  native  miners 
with  bateas  (wooden  pane),  but  at  pres- 
ent a  strong  company  controlled  by 
Amerlcanb  ta  developing  Ita  boldinga 
with  dredges,  and  the  output  for  the 
future  seems  assured.

In  the  auriferous  gravels  af 
Trinity,  Salmon  aad  Klamath  Rivera,  in 
northwestern  California  and  Illinois, 
and  Rogue  Rivers .  in  Oregon,  platinum 
Is  more  or  lees  abundant.  Much  of  this 
country  has  been  prospected  thoroughly 
for  gold,  but  there  Is  a  possibility  of 
finding  streams  la  which  the  platinum 
Baa  been  overlooked.  The  beach  placers 
on  the  Oregon  and  California  coasts 
hava  also  yielded  platinum,  and  It  may 
be  possible  to  further  develop  this 
source  of  supply.  Discoveries  of  plat- 
inum tn  the  placer  gravels  of  certain 
streams  In  Alaska  have  been  reported 
from  time  to  time,  and  In  1010  soma 
platinum  was  ablppad  from  the  Terri- 
tory. 

Position  af  tba  United  States 

The  United  States  at  present  1a  not 
supplying  10  per  cent  of  Ita  platinum 
requlremeats,  and  while  there  ta  some 
assurance  that  by  systematic  geologic 
Investigation,  already  planned,  new 
placer  deposits  that  will  yield  platin- 
um may  be  found,  and  that  by  a  study 
of  the  methods  of  saving  platinum  a 
greater  yield  from  all  depoatte  may  be 
had.  yet  tha  issue  must  ba  aquarely 
faced  that  In  all  probability  tba  domes- 
tic supply  cannot  be  made  adequate  ta 
meet  the  requirements  of  normal  times. 

An  abnormal  situation  now  exists, 
and  It  should  be  considered  what  steps 
are  to  be  taken  ta  assure  an  adequate 
stock  of  platinum  for  tbe  essential 
usea  of  the  Government.  Early  la  the 
war  England  and  Prance  commandeered 
all  stocks  of  platinum  for  Government 
use,  and  all  dealinga  in  this  metal  In 
those  countries  hava  been  closely  con- 
trolled by  the  respective  Governments. 
In  tha  United  Statea  it  has  so  far  prov- 
ed almost  impossible  to  collect  accur- 
ate statistics  of  supplies  or  production 
Of  this  metal.  It  may  prove  necessary 
for  the  Government  to  commandeer  sup- 
plies, but  It  should  ba  possible  to  count 
an  tha  patriotism  of  domestic  platinum 
dealere  and  refiners  to  Inform  the  Gov- 
ernment fully  of  all  available  reserves 
of  this  metal.  Fifty  per  cent  or  more 
of  tha  platinum  used  In  the  United 
States  has  been  made  into  jewelry,  the 
larger  part  of  which  la  now  in  private 
possession.  It  may  be  hoped  that  the 
whims  of  fashion  will  yield  to  national 
needs,  and  that  purchasers  of  jewelry 
will  demand  gold  and  sliver  or  a  white 
alloy  and  so  release  platinum  for  its 
highest  use. 

Steps  should  be  taken  Immediately  to 
ascertain  ths  quantity  of  platinum  tn 
the  United  Statea  that  could  be  consid- 
ered as  an  available  supply,  and  to 
adopt  soma  meaaures  for  obtaining  an 
adequate  reserve  of  the  metal  to  meet 
the.  Nation's  needs  for  war  purposes. 
The  needs  of  munition  makers  are  at< 
present  probably  supplied  from  re- 
serves accumulated  during  the  last  two 
years,  but  tha  future  demands  of  the 
country   are    Inadequately    provided    for.

the  local  C.  P.  R.  office  baa  been 
advised  by  the  head  office  of  the  com- 
pany in  Montreal  that  there  Is  abso- 
lutely no  truth  in  the  report  that  the 
C.  P.  O.  H.  transpacific  liners  were  about 
tn  be  commandeered  by  the  British 
Government,  and  agents  have  been  re- 
quested  to  glvs  as  much  publicity  aa 
possible  to  the  dental  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  rumors  of  the  withdrawal  of  the 
company's  vessels  have  extended  all  the 
way  down  the  coaat  ae  far  as  San 
Francisco. 

Only  recently,  a  newspaper  la  San 
Francisco  published  a  lengthy  report  to 
the  effect  that  the  big  Empresses  were 
to  be  taken  over,  and  persistent  rumors 
havs  also  been  coins  the  rounds  here 
that  In  a  abort  time  not  only  the  Blue 
Funnel  steamships  but  the  C.  P.  O.  8. 
and  the  Harrison  liners  would  not  be 
putting  Into  Victoria  again  until  after 
the  war.  • 

Speculation  has  been  rife  as  to  the 
allotment  of  tonnage  for  the  handling 
of  the  transpacific  trade,  and  it  has 
been  said  tlms  and  again  that  ere  long 
the  Japanese  liners  alons  Would  be 
looking  after  the  business^ between  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  the  Far  East.  This 
Idea  may  have  gained  ground  owing  to 
the  fact  that  at  first  a  portion  of  the 
space  on  the  Blue  Funnel  liners  was 
first  commandeered,  following  which 
the  ships  them  selves  were  taken  over, 
and  it  is  explained  that  possibly  the 
sams  thing  was  expected  by  -  shipping 
intsrests  In  connection  with  the  big 
Canadian  steamships,  which  also  had 
part  of  their  space  commandeered  re- 
cently. 

*JBg  denial  from  the  head  office  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Ocean  Services,  Limit- 
ed, however,  removes  all  grounds  for 
the  rumor  that  their  vessels  are  being 
taken  over  by  the  Government.  Ae  far 
aa  the  Increasing  growth  of  Japanese 
shipping  on  the  Pacific  Is  concerned,  a 
large  steel  shipbuilding  programme  hav- 
ing been  under  way  In  Japanese  ship- 
yards for  many  months,  which  it  was 
thought  would  enable  the  Japanese  to 
place  a ,  big  fleet  of  additional  vesssls 
on  the  run,  it  is  interesting  to  nots 
that  according  to  a  dispatch  yesterday, 
from  Washington.  D.  C,  submarine  In- 
roads on  transatlantic  shipping  will 
probably  drsw  Japanese  vessels  Into  the 
transatlantic  trade.  It  Is  ssld  that  the 
United  States  Government  Is  already 
negotiating  with  Japan  for  the  removal 
tonnage  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlan- 
tic. 

Japan  hss  about  9,000,900  ton  ot 
ocean-going  shipping,  much  of  which, 
it  Is  said,  could  be  removed  to  the  At- 
lantic without  seriously  injuring  Ja- 
panese trade.

Progress  Regarding  Engines 


NEW  YORK,  June  21.— Disregarding 
a  further  accession  of  bearish  sentiment 
In  professional  quarters,  today's  mar- 
ket registered  many  irregular  recover- 
ies from  recent  low  quotations.  What 
the  trading  lacked  In  volume,  the  turn- 
over being  almost  the  smallest  for  near- 
ly a  fortnight,  wae  neutralised  in 
breadth,  operations  being  fairly  well  dis- 
tributed. 

Oalne  were  greatest  In  those  special- 
ties which  have  suffered  from  specula- 
tive pressure.  Motors,  secondary 
equipments,  and  shippings  wore  stimu- 
lated by  reports  of  the  closing  of  Gov- 
ernment contracts  on  a  basis  which 
allowed  of  a  fair  margin  of  profit.

The  Cameron  Genoa  Mills  Shipbuilders, 
which  also  has  contracts  for  building  some 
of  the  Government  vessels,  and  which  will 
soon  hare  completed  contracts  for  six 
auxiliary  schooners,  has  heretofore  em- 
ployed regularly  a  force  of  about  868  men.

Mr.  Day  stated  that  the  men  who  sre 
applying  for  work  in  the  shipyards  sre  all 
a  good  typo  and  of  the  sort  who  will  pro- 
dues  the  very  best  results  obtainable  any- 
where. He  explained  that  those  who  have 
already  registered  need  have  no  hesitation 
In  enquiring  when  they  can  go  to  work  ss 
It  Is  necessary  to  keep  in  elose  touch 
with  him  In  order  that  their  services  may 
be  utilised  immediately  they  are  needed. 


At  a  representative  meeting  of  the 
British  Columbia  Metal  Trades'  Asso- 
ciation held  In  Vancouver  the  special

The  rapid  increase  in  the  prevalence 
cf  Canada  thistles  In  uncultivated  fields, 
along  the  roadside  and  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country  adjacent  to  Vic- 
toria haa  become  so  serious  that  Imme- 
diate action  to  combat  their  spread  is 
of  immediate  Importance,  -In  the  opinion 
of  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the 
Board   of  Trade. 

-  .Under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  S.  F. 
Toknle,  the  committee  met  yesterday 
afternoon  and  decided  to  make  repre- 
sentations to  the  Provincial  Government, 
urging  that  steps  should  be  taken  at 
once  to  destroy  the  thistles,  and  the 
Deputy  Mlniatcr  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  W. 
E.  Scott,  will  be  asked  to  use  his  pow- 
ers towards  having  the  Noxious  Weeds 
Act  enforced  against  private  property 
owners  who  have  allowed  their  land  to 
become  overrun.  The  Government  it- 
self is  to  be  petitioned  to  attend  to  the 
public  property  and  have  the  roadside* 
cleared. 

Members  called  attention  to  the  abun- 
dance of  thistles  especially  between 
Duncan  and  Campbell  River,  growing 
on  logged-oft  land  and  the  Government 
highways.  It  was  stated  that  thistles, 
when  once  they  had  got  a  strong  hold 
in  one  community  soon  scattered  and 
each  successive  year  would  And  it  more 
difficult  to  bring  about  their  complete 
eradication.  It  was  essential  to  wage 
war  on  thistles  now,  before  they  had 
reached  any  further  stage  of  growth.

Average  Conditions  in  Domin- 
ion on  May  31  Given  in  Bul- 
letin Prepared  by  Ottawa 
Department 


The  Census  and  Statistics  Office  has 
issued  from  Ottawa  a  preliminary  esti- 
mate of  the  areas  sown  to  grain  crops 
this  Spring,  with  a  report  of  their  con- 
dition on  May  31,  as  compiled  from  the 
returns  of  crop  correspondents.  The 
reports  from  the  prairie  provinces  state 
that  the  Spring  there  is  very  backward, 
end  seeding  1b  consequently  late.  At 
the  end  of  May  severe  frosts  cut  down 
the  growing  wheat  plant;  but  rapid  re- 
covery was  anticipated.  Haln  was 
needed  for  the  germination  of  the  later 
sown  crops  and  of  wheat  sown  on 
stubble. 

condition  of  Wheat 

It  is  estimated  from  the  reports  of 
correspondents  that  the  total  area 
sown  to  wheat  for  1917  wis  111,450,260 
acres,  as  compared  with  14,807,000  acres, 
the  area  sown,  and  with  12,900,600  acres 
the  area  harvested  In  1916.  Thus,  the 
area  sown  this  year,  whilst  nearly  10 
per  cent  less  than  the  area  sown  in 
1,916,  is  about  4  per  cent  more  than  the 
area  harvested  in  1916.  In  arriving  at 
these  figures,  revised  returns  of  the 
census  for  1916  have  been  included  for 
Manitoba;  for  Saskatchewan  and  Al- 
berta similar  revisions  have  not  yet 
been  completed.  As  compared  with  the 
areas  sown  for  1916,  the  returns  this 
year  indicate  small  increases  under 
wheat  In  each  of  the  Atlantic  provinces 
and  in  British  Columbia,  and  an  in- 
crease of  25,000  acres  in  Quebec;  but 
for  each  of  the  remaining  provinces  de- 
creases are  reported  to  the  extent  of 
154,000  acres  In  Ontario.  254,000  acres 
in  Manitoba,  927,000  acres  in  Saskatche- 
wan, and  158,000  acres  in  Alberta.  Of 
the  total  area  under  wheat  809,260  acres 
were  sown  last  Fall,  and  13,641,000 
acres  were  sown  this  Spring.  In  the 
three  prairies  provinces  the  total  area 
sown  to  wheat  Is  estimated  at  12,497,- 
560  acres,  comprising  2,476,860  acres  In 
Manitoba,  7,606,700  acres  in  Saskatche- 
wan, and   2,415,000  acrea   in   Alberta. 

The  average  condition  on  May  SI  In 
per  cent  of  the  standard  representing 
a  full  crop  is  for  all  wheat  for  Canada 
84  per  cent,  as  compared  with  90  per 
cent  on  May  31  last  year,  and  with 
91  per  cent  the  average  condition  on 
the'  corresponding  date  for  the  seven 
years  ended  1916.  In  the  prairie  pro- 
vinces the  condition  of  wheat  is  87  per 
cent  on  the  standard  of  Manitoba,  80 
per  cent  in  Saskatchewan  and  92  per 
cent  In  Alberta.  Converted  Into  a  stan- 
dard of  100  as  representing  the  average 
condition  at  the  end  of  May  of  the  paat 
seven  years  1910-16.  the  condition  for 
the  whole  of  Canada  of  Fall  wheat  is 
86,  of  Spring  wheat  94,  and  of  all  wheat 
93  per  cent.  Thus,  according  to  Its  re- 
ported condition  on  May  31,  the  antici- 
pated yield  per  acre  of  wheat  thia  year 
is  7  per  cent  less  than  the -average  of 
the  seven  years  1910-16. 

Condition  of  Other  Crops 

The  decrease  in  the  area  sown  to 
wheat  this  year  ie  partly  due  to  the 
curtailment  of  the  seeding  season  by 
the  lateness  of  the  Spring,  and  efforts 
were  therefore  apparently  directed  to- 
wards an  Increase  in  the  areas  sown  to 
other  crops.  For  oats,  the  average  Is 
11,781,900  acres,  as  compared  with  11.- 
376,346  acres,  the  area  sown,  and  •,- 
875,346  acres,  the  area  harvested  la-t 
year.  Barley  is  sown  to  1,954,100 
acres,  aa  against  1,827,790  acres,  the 
area  sown,  and  1,681,180  acres,  the  area 
harvested  In  1916.  Bye  has  a  sown  area 
of  1M,47»  acres,  as  compared  with  147,- 
176  acrea  In  1916;  pease  1(2,466  acrea. 
as  compared  with  159,660  acres:  mixed 
grains  558,250  acres,  as  compared  with 
410,736  acres;  hay  and  clover  7,661.800 
acres,  against  7.892.933  acres;  and  alf- 
alfa 84,900  acres,  agalnat  89,472  acres.
